W ashington, Ju ly lid.—The House Com­ 
m ittee on Invalid Pensions has resolved to 
attem pt to pass over the President’s veto 
the Act granting a pension to Andrew J. 
W ilsen, of New York, and Mr. Sawyer to­ 
day reported the m easure back to the 
H ouse, giving notice that it would be up 
to-m orrow . It appears from the report of 
the com m ittee th at Mr. W ilson was drafted 
into the arm y notw ithstanding his allega­ 
tion th at he was suffering from deafness 
and an eye com plaint. 
In the service he 
contracted rheum atism and kidney dis­ 
ease, upon which lie based his application 
for a pension. 
The application was re­ 
jected by the Pension B ureau on the 
grounds th at he was disabled before he en 
listed, which was also the reason for the 
veto. 
The com m ittee takes the position 
that under the circumstances the Govern­ 
m ent is stopped from setting up a claim of 
prior disability. 
Taulbee, who is a member of the Invalid 
Pensions Committee, also reported back the 
bill granting a pension to C. W . Tiller, 
with the recom m endation that it be passed 
over the President’s veto. 
This is the case 
of the Louisville policemen whose applica­ 
tion for a pension as a dependent parent, 
was denied by the Pension Bureau on the 
ground that the dependency of claim ant 
was disestablished. 
T h e P r e s id e n t 's 
R e a s o n s Tor V e to in g a 
P e n s io n B ill. 
W ashington, July 2d.—The President 
to-day returned to the House, w ithout ap­ 
proval, the Act granting a pension to W ill­ 
iam Boone. It appears that Boone, who 
had never m ade an application for a pen­ 
sion to the Pension Office, enlisted in A u­ 
gust, 1862, was in action in November of 
the sam e year, and was taken prisoner and 
at once paroled. D uring his parole he took 
part in a Fonrtli of Ju ly celebration at 
Aurora, 111., in 1863, and was terribly in­ 
jured by the discharge of a cannon which 
be was assisting to manage. 
In reviewing 
the case, the President says he is unable to 
discover any relation between the acci­ 
dent and the m ilitary service, or any rea­ 
son why, if the pension is granted as pro­ 
posed by the bill, there should not also be 
a pension granted to any of the com pan­ 
ions of the claim ant who chanced to be in­ 
jured at the sam e time. 
He says, further: 
“ A disabled m an and wife, a family in 
need, are objects which appeal to the sym ­ 
pathy and charitable feelings of any decent 
m a n ; hut it seems to me that it by no 
m eans follows that those intrusted with 
the people's business and expenditures of 
m oney are justified in so executing the 
pension laws as that they shall furnish 
m eans of relief in every case of distress 
or hardship.” 
T h e H o u se an d th e P e n sio n B ills . 
W ashington, Ju ly 2d.—The House held 
its usual Friday night session for the con­ 
sideration of private pension bills. These 
are usually nttended hv not more than 
tw enty or thirty members, but to night 
there were about seventy-five present. The 
large attendance was due to the expecta­ 
tion that an attem pt would he m ade to pass 
over the veto some of the bills disapproved 
by the President. 
Not a quorum was pres­ 
ent, however, and none of the vetoed hills 
were called. 
Among the bills passed was 
one granting a pension of $30 a m onth to 
Theodore Dunm ire. husband of the di­ 
vorced wife of Guiteau, the assassin of 
President Garfield. 
H e was a m em ber of 
a regim ent of Missouri engineers, and 
lives in Colorado. 
H is wife was divorced 
from Guiteau some five years before he 
shot Garfield. T he case was referred to 
Congresman Louttit. of California, as a 
sub-com mittee. 
H e found the case a m er­ 
itorious one, and urged its passage. 
It was 
passed by a unanim ous vote. 
Next week

P o lit ic a l Affairs in G r e a t B r ita in . 
L ondon, July 2d.—The m ost desperate 
electoral struggle between the Gladstone- 
ites and Unionists ended to-day by the 
utter rout of the latter in the Parliam ent­ 
ary district known as Leithborough. 
W. 
Jacks was returned to the last Parliam ent 
as the regular Liberal by a m ajority ot 
3,870 in a total poll of 8,840 votes. 
He 
opposed the hom e rule bill, but was. never­ 
theless, considered invincible in his dis­ 
trict, and was nom inated in the present 
canvass as a Unionist, to continue his oppo­ 
sition to the Prem ier’s Irish policy. Jack’s 
hostility to Gladstone angered thousands 
of Scotchmen of Leith, but they looked 
upon their opposition to him as hopeless 
and were unable to obtain a candidate to 
oppose him . all those m entioned for the 
seat having declined to run. The Tories, 
in order to emphasize the U nionist opposi­ 
tion to the Prem ier, w ithheld opposition 
and left the field clear to Jacks, so he m ight 
go back to the House with a largely in­ 
creased m ajority. 
At the. last hour allowed 
by law. the Liberal managers nom inated 
Gladstone him self as their candidate, the 
Prem ier consenting. Thus equipped the 
Gladstoneites went at their work. 
This 
was so soon effective th at Jacks became 
scared and withdrew from the field, leav­ 
ing the Leith m em bership to Gladstone, 
who was elected w ithout opposition. This, 
with the M idlothian district, gives the 
Prem ier two seats in Scotland. 
He will 
perhaps choose to sit for the latter and 
select a reliable man to recontest Leith 
with assurances of success. 
Parnell receives letters every day m en­ 
acing him with injury or assassination for 
his efforts to “ dism em ber the Em pire.” 
He has not, however, solicited police pro­ 
tection nor called public attention to his 
perilous position. 
He is escorted every­ 
where he goes in his campaign work by a 
bodyguard of personal friends, all stalw art 
young Irishm en, who say they feel person­ 
ally able to take care of him and of them ­ 
selves.

The Governor is in receipt of the follow­ 
ing letter, which explains itself, and is 
indicative of how the sectional feeling be­ 
tween the N orth and South is dying o u t: 


R i c h m o n d (V a.), M ay 22,1886. 
To llie Rxcdteney, Governor Slonencm, Sacra­ 
mento, Cal.— D e a r S i r : Thinking I might grat- 
ity au old soldier, or perhaps, alas! his family. I 
purchased from a negro m an a Pudge, shield­ 
shaped, iuscribed “ Captain N. C. Goodenow. 
Stoneman's staff, w ar of 1861.” 1 he badge seems 
to be of silver, with two sabers crossed, of go d. 
I gave the fact to a local paper, hoping to learn 
something. 
I would be gratified to restore it to 
its owner, since 1 would be glad to have any 
tritie of the suit returned to me. I will send it 
to vou to be forwarded, if you choose. Yours 
trulv,

T. O. Box 314. Richmond, Va. 
The Governor says be remembers that in 
1861 Captain Goodenow was one of his staff, 
but he has not seen nor beard from him 
since the close of the war. 
The letter was published at the request 
of the Governor, who has unlim ited faith 
in “ the power of the press.” The publica­ 
tion liad the desired effect.as his Excellency 
yesterday received a letter from the widow 
of Colonel Goodenow, who is a resident of 
the State ot Maine. 
A copy of the pub­ 
lished letter having fallen in her hands, 
she im m ediately addressed the Governor as 
follows: 
, 
F armington, M e., June 26, 1886. 
7b H it Excellency, Governor Stoncman— D e a r 
S ir.: I take the liberty or inclosing to you two 
slips from the Chronicle of this town, which will 
explain theoccasion of my addressing you. If the 
relic mentioned is in your possession, I will be 
most grateful if you will eau-e it to be returned 
to me, and will gladly pay all charges. I am, 
respectfully, yours, 
Lucy B. G o o d e n o w , 
Farmington, Me. 
Of the slips referred to in the letter, one 
is a local item relative to her discovery 
of news of the relic through the first publi­ 
cation referred to. The other is the obit­ 
uary notice of her late husband, Colonel 
N athan Cutter Goodenow, who died at his 
home in Farm ington on the 6th of Febru­ 
ary last. 
Deceased was born at W ilton, 
Me., in 1831. H e was tbe son of Robert 
Goodenow, an em inent 
and successful 
lawyer, who held m any positions of public 
trust, and who represented the Second Con­ 
gressional District of Maine iu the Tbirty- 
serond Congress. Deceased was reared and 
educated in Farm ington, a graduate of 
Bowdin College, afterwards studied law in 
his father’s office, and was adm itted to the 
bar in September, 1852. and commenced 
the practice of his profession at Phillips. 
In 1854 he changed his residence to Chi­ 
cago, III., where he had a large practice. 
A t the beginning of the war of the rebellion, 
in 1861, lie enlisted as Second Lieutenant in 
the Second Illinois Artillery, but was after­ 
wards transferred 
to 
another body of 
troops, which became a part of the Six­ 
teenth Illinois Cavalry, 
He served with 
this regim ent during the war. and partici­ 
pated in m any a hard-fought battle. 
Gen­ 
eral Stoneman says he remembers him as 
being a brave, dashing and intrepid officer, 
and added : 
" He was capture at the same 
tinte I was. and confined in the same 
prison ” 
Since the close of tbe war he re­ 
sided a portion of the tim e in tbeYVest, 
but for som e tim e prior to liis death he 
lived at Farm ington. 
After the war he 
never resum ed the practice of his profes­ 
sion or engaged in any other business occu­ 
pation, but led a quiet and retired life, oc­ 
cupied with his private business affairs and 
the -care of his family. H e was severely 
wounded in battle during the war, lost tbe 
sight of an eye, and ever after rem ained an 
invalid. 
Tbe letter from the widow, together with 
the clippings from the Farm ington Chroni­ 
cle, were forwarded to Mr. R yland with the 
following letter:

The tirst on the program m e was a song 
by the entire school, “ H ail Our Country's 
Natal M orn.” T his was sung in admirable 
style, indicative of excellent voice training. 
The “ Declaration of Independence' was 
next declaimed by John Lawrie. Frank 
Griffin, Jam es Clark and Howard Martin. 
They each one declaimed a portion, and 
the latter part, which commences. “ We, 
therefore, the representatives of the United 
States of America, in General Congress as­ 
sembled,” etc., was declaimed in unison.

T he next thing on the program m e was a 
song, " The B anner of the Free," by pupils 
from the classes of Misses Griffin and 
K lippel, fourth grade. 
The little girls

They m arched from their 
seats to the platform , keeping step to the 
music of the piano, their 
movements 
directed by the sounds of a “ tiny bell,” 
and took their positions with the precision 
of a m ilitary company. They were ranged 
in rows of twelve, the four on the left 
wearing red, the four in the center white, 
and the four ou the right blue sashes. 
T heir singing was good, which, together 
with their dress and m artial movements, 
wrought the audience up to a pitch of en­ 
thusiasm . and the little ones were loudly 
recalled and repeated as an encore tbeii 
song, the first stanza of which is :

throne in the center of the stage. 
Uncle 
Sam wore a Continental uniform, long 
swallow-tailed coat, plug hat and striped 
pantaloons, while B rother Jonathan was 
made up for a genuine “ Down East Y ank." 
Each State was crowned w ith a silver cir­ 
clet, upon which appeared the initials of 
her name, and her dress so far as possible 
represented the character of the State. 
Each one bore a bouquet of flowers and a 
basket containing 
Columbia's 
presents, 
which consisted of the chief product of 
her State. Uncle Sam acted as usher for the 
occasion, aud B rother .Jonathan officiated 
as doorkeeper. 
In addressing Uncle Sam 
and Jonathan, Columbia said she was cele­ 
brating her one hundred and tenth birth­ 
day, and that the children were coming 
home again to see their m other. 
The first 
caller was little District of Columbia. Then 
followed the States, let in one by one by 
Jonathan, announced by Uncle Sam. Each 
saluted Columbia,kissed her hand, deposited 
her offering, which was taken in charge 
by District of Columbia, 'and, after a few 
words of greeting, took their places in 
order of age in a circle back of Columbia. 
After all the States had entered Brother 
Jonathan exclaimed, “ W al, neow, I guess 
that she’s a curis creeter, rigged out in snow 
shoes, sealskins and furs. I’ll ask her to give 
her name. She says she’s Miss A laska.” 
Columbia—“ Uncle Sam, bring her in ; 
although you bought her, she shall be as 
welcome here as any daughter.” 
Alaska—“ Thank?, dear C olum bia; and 
I’ll guard your gates when hostile hordes 
pour down through Behring’s Straits.’1 


B rother 
Jonathan — “ H alloa 
th e re ! 
W hat’s that thum pin’ ?” 
Columbia—“ I know : it’s my bovs on the 
last Western train. 
They come to swell 
m y Union Party’s glories by bringing news 
front m y rich Territories.” 
T he Territories were then adm itted— 
eight sm all lads representing W ashington, 
Idaho, Montana. Dakota. Utah, Arizona. 
New Mexico and Indian Territory. They 
took a position on the ¡eft hand of th 
stage, and. as sm all boys are " to be seen, 
not heard," they acted their ¡«arts ad­ 
m irably. 
After a short address from Uncle Sam, a; 
his'request the States sang “H aii Columbia.” 
Columbia then addressed them as follows: 
Tlianks, children—love is s tr o D g and words are 
weak ; 
My love, your loyalty, no words can speak. 
One hundred anil ten to-duy—I rejoice 
To sec each daughter's face, and I.ear her voice; 
And I rejoice, too, at the manly strain. 
That sounds from Western mount and shore nud

He said the school represented a field of 
work, and that work was the only elem ent’ 
th at wins the self-respect necessary to 
make great m en and noble women. H e 
saw assembled before hint the virtue, honor 
and greatness of the future. 
H is address 
was short, full of valuable suggestions, pa 
triotic and highly com plim entary to lhe 
faculty and tbe pupils.

We have now made n o teo f the Yoseenite 
valley, the Bif; Trees, the great redwoods, 
the m ountain 
lakes, the Chief springs, 
and the leading seaside resorts. 
W e can­ 
not continue to specitv other resorts in like 
detail, for they are too num erous, and our 
space is limited. But it m nst not be as­ 
sumed that those that now have only gen­ 
eral reference are therefore of m inor im­ 
portance. The visitor to the State will 
certainly not leave it w ithout a trip through 
the upper Sacram ento valley, and the mag­ 
nificent fields and gardens of B utte county 
reached by the California and Oregon road, 
or the vast grain fields and splendid terri­ 
tory of Colusa, reached by the Northern 
road from Davisville, on the short fine be­ 
tween Sacramento and San Francisco. So, 
too, he will find it to his profit and pleas­ 
ure to pause in Yuba county, and exam ine 
also the m ines of Nevada and adjacent 
counties, and the vast lum bering interests 
of the upper Sierras. 
It will profit him 
greatly to go to the Siskiyou m ountain re­ 
gions beyond tbe term inus of the California 
and Oregon, where he will find some of the 
rarest and most inspiring scenery of the 
coast, and unsurpassed fishing and hunting 
grounds. If tim e favors him he wili as­ 
suredly get as near as may be to M ount 
Shasta, even if he does not essay its ascent. 
En route, or on his return, he should visit 
T eham a county and its vineyards and 
fields. 
He will fail of due comprehension 
of the extent and resources of the State if 
he docs not visit 
SONOMA COtíSÍST, 
With its grain fields, redwoods, rich vine­ 
yards, Russian river bottom lands, and its 
prosperous towns and cities. If tim e af­ 
fords him he should by all means take the 
Donahue line of ferry and rail from San 
Francisco, and make the entire transit of 
the length of the magnificent section em ­ 
braced in Sonoma, and on return should 
visit Marin, and examine into her dairy 
interests, which are exceeding great, while 
her coast scenery is varied an a romantic. 
The route is by narrow-gauge road, con­ 
necting with ferry-boats from San F ran­ 
cisco. The Santa Clara valley should cer­ 
tainly have his attention, also reached by 
rail by two routes from San Francisco, and 
by the Southern Pacific from Sacramento. 
By rail lie may pass through the entire 
length of the valley, which is one ot the 
best-settled and improved and most pros­ 
perous in the country. W hile in this sec­ 
tion he will be inclined also to visit M ount 
H am ilton, 4,400 feet in hight, and ap­ 
proached by a good road, whereon is erected 
the Lick Observatory, and in which is to 
be mounted the largest telescope ever con­ 
structed. The sm aller instrum ents are al­ 
ready in place. The Almadén mines are 
an attraction, also, to many, and are near 
the county seat, the beautiful city of San 
Jose. 
Passing further soutli by the South­ 
ern Pacific lines, or by coast steamers, the 
visitor will reach the far famed 


ORANGE GROVES 
O f the south and be enabled to visit the 
thriving city of Los Angeles and some of 
the earlier missions of the south section 
which we cannot specify in lim ited space. 
To these the traveler will find approved 
guide books, especially that of Mr. T ru­ 
man. already referred to. 
The traveler 
should not close his tour until he has 
touched at San Diego, the extrem e southern 
city of the State, now rapidly growing and 
destined to become a city of great com­ 
mercial importance. Rail routes lead to 
these points, and the tim e of departure of 
trains is easily ascertained. Steamers ply 
also along the coast frequently, both for 
freight and passenger service. W hile in 
the south the tourist should visit Sierra 
Madre Villa, a delightful sum m er resort 
and sanitarium , thirteen miles by stage 
from Los Angeles. 
It is on one of the 
slopes of the San Gabriel, anti as fair as 
Paradise. On the coasi, and reached by a 
brief ride from Los Angeles, is a well- 
know n watering place, Santa Monica, with 
sea bathing and rom antic coast scenery. 
In tbe Los Angeles región th e visitor will 
be directed to. and ought by all m eans to 
visit, some of the famous colonies which 
have been so successful and have so much 
contributed to the beauty and wealth of 
this section. 
lie will find no difficulty in 
ascertaining the routes to the many thriv­ 
ing towns and colonies in this region noted 
for their orange culture aud landscape 
gardening, and the sections where the 
greater and most famous vineyards of the 
btate m ay be inspected. 
W hile the tonrist is satisfying him self 
w ith the attractions of Los Angeles with 
its semi-tropical fruits, its vineyards and 
equable climate, its vigor and energy, he 
should resolve also to glance at tbe chief 
points of interest in San B ernardiuo ami 
Santa Barbara. 
RIVERSIDE, 
In San Bernardino county, is one of these. 
It is reached by Southern Pacific rail, via 
of Colton and fire miles of ride by the 
California road. It is one of the most in­ 
teresting and delightful spots lor visitation 
in the State, and its thrift, beauty, luxuri­ 
ance of fruit product, delight the eye and 
captivate the understanding. 
Santa Bar­ 
bara. a famous seaside resort of Southern 
California, notably so for winter, is reached 
by Southern Pacific rail from San F ran ­ 
cisco to Newhail, 452 miles, thence by 
stage HO miles, or by steam er direct. 
Its 
l>each is one of the best, its hotels of a 
high order, and its people noted for their 
broad hospitality. 


HETCtl-HETCHY VALLEY 
Is one of the most inspiring and majeetic 
scenes ir. California. It is not much visited, 
owing to its remoteness. 
It is a Jeeser 
Y'osemite in arpa, but not in scenic attrac­ 
tions. 
It is on the Tuolum ne river, some 
sixteen miles from Y'osemite. 
It is reached 
by usual Y'osemite route, but more easily, 
perhaps, bv the Big Oak Flat route tc 
California Springs, a id thence hy carriage 
or saddle, and with agguide. There is ño 
provision for entertainm ent in the valley, 
and tourists m ust carry supplies with them. 
In depth, granite walls, falls and majestic 
beauty, it strongly resembles Y'osemite, but 
lias peculiar charm s of its own, intensified 
hy the solitude in which they dwell. 


TE E -PETRIFIED FOREST 
Is a natural wonder well worth a visit. It 
is six miles from Calistoga. There are 
about one hundred trees and rem nants of 
trees in a tw inty-aere area, all prostrate 
and petrified. Tourists will find, among 
other natural wonders that compensate for 
a trip to them, the M ammoth cave of Cala­ 
veras, seven miles from M urphy's, in Cal- 
veras county. It is reached by saddle ride. 
T hirty miles from Sacramento and twelve 
from Folsom, which is on the Sacramento 
Valley Railroad, is Alabaster case, with 
wonderful adornments 
with 
stalactites, 
stalagm ites and curious and brilliant lime­ 
stone formations. Twelve miles northeast 
of Coulterville, Mariposa county, is Eower 
cave, a decided curiosity, and five miles 
north of Columbia, Tuolum ne county, is 
Crystal Palace cave, with several magnifi­ 
cent subterranean apartments. 


MONTE PIADLO. 
And Tamaipias sum m its are easily reachefi 
by a few hours’ rail and carriage ride from 
San Francisco. From these altitudes may 
he obtained views unequalled for extent oi 
vision and beauty of scenery spreading out 
below, embracing rivers, ocean, valleys, 
m ountains, bat’s, towns, cities, farms, rail­ 
roads, forests and plains. Of course, among 
the noted m ountains Shasta stands prom i­ 
nent. i t is an extinct volcano., snow-clad, 
and standing 14,444 feet above the sea level. 
It is at the northern extremity of the Sac­ 
ram ento valley. On one of "its «lopes is 
W hitney Glacier, a half m ile in width and 
over tw o miles in length. On the east side 
is M ud creek glacier, from beneath which a 
turgid sediment-bearing stream flows. The 
ascent of Shasta is not dangerous, hut 
difficult 
and 
tedious. 
From its lofty 
benchee is to be had the most superb view 
on the continent, taking in a stretch of S00 
miles, the great landm arks, in which the 
eye can easily discern. 
It is best to m ake 
the ascent in Ju ly or August. One day 
takes the traveler to the end of the Califor­ 
nia and Oregon Road, and thence to the 
sum m it by saddle and foot will consume 
from a day and a h alf to two days. 


LASSEN BUTTE 
Risfs 10,577 feet in comparative isolation 


• and roaring so as to ire heard m any miles 
Y away. Jh e re are hot pools ami lakes and 
ice-colir ttools and stream s, boiling lakes 
and frigidones, and at one point a geyser 
is to be seen throw ing up a column ot "hot 
water some seven feet, which rises in spray 
and broken stream s twenty-five or thirty 
feel more. 


THE CLEAR LAKE 
REGION 
.Should not be overlooked hy the tourist.

Clear Lake is a gem in the 
m ountains, a sheet of pure water nearly 
thirty miles in length, irregular in shape 
and at places from ten to twelve miles in 
width.

The Blue lakes are in 
Lake county, twelve miles from Lakeport, 
are three in num ber, at an altitude of 2,500 
feet, between m ountains of 4,000 and 5.000 
feet, and invested w ith glorious charm s of 
scenery. There is a good hotel it the upper 
lake. 
Fine fishing and good hunting are 
| afforded visitors. The atm osphere of the 
¡ region is that of perfect purity, and the 
I clim ate all but that of .paradise. 
Finally, 
the tourist will find no lovelier spots than n 
score or more along the course of the upper 
American river and its forks. The waters 
are pure and the fishing unsurpassed ; the 
canyons deep and the m ountain higlits im ­ 
posing; springs are num erous, cataracts 
and waterfalls of wondrous beauty are fre­ 
quent. F or hunting, -he tourist can take 
no better route than that leading by the 
waters of the Am erican up into the deeps 
and solitudes of that torrential river. It 
empties into the Sacram ento at this city, and 
its forks may be explored from a num ber 
of (loints on the Central Pacific Railroad, 
or by saddle front Folsom or Placer ville.

Captain Beverley Jveunon, who com­ 
manded the Confederate gunboat Governor 
Moore, and helped in fighting Farragut be­ 
low New Orleans, has a paper in the.July 
Century, from which we quote as follows": 
"T h e evening previous to the battle I re­ 
ported to General Dunean, the commander 
of the t’.vo forts, my observations on the 
enem y’s movements as -3een by myself 
from th e m asthead. 
Y'eiuo my knowledge 
no picket boat was sent down by us, or .any 
means adopted to watch the enemy and 
guard agejnst surprise. S h e result was 
they w erecbrenst the forts before some of 
our vessels J>ed a shot. 
I n £ few moments, 
this space was filled w ith sm oke from the 
guns and exjdodeil shells, intensifying the 
darkness of the night. A slackening of the 
fire on both sides was n e jí ssa^y, sinoe 
neither could, distinguish friecd from foe. 
in some places no object was distinguisha­ 
ble until direeily upon it, wiiea it was as 
soon lost to view, yet the United States 
squadron steamed ahead, blindfolded. as it 
ware, through the darkness and.von fusion, 
soon to find t lieu, sc Ives in pi act», of abso­ 
lute safety and with comparatively few cas­ 
ualties. 
“ At about 3:.'K) c m . (April 24, 18*02), an 
unusual noise dowc the river attracted m y 
attention. 
As we expected to be attacked 
at any m om ent, I descended the ladder to 
near the water, where I distinctly heard 
the paddles of a steam er (the Mississippi). 
I saw nothing on reacting the deck but

JOAQUIN 'IIL L E r ’s LETTER. 
No rom ance ever thrilled m e like this u n­ 
written romance. The idea o f a man accu­ 
m ulating $20,000,000and then quietly turn­ 
ing it over to the State for th e education of 
his fellows, while still in the prim e of life, 
is so novel and surprising that I felt com­ 
pelled to come on the ground for confirma­ 
tion of the facts. 
And now th at I am here I could alm ost 
repeat the saying of the Qneeu of the Sheba 
when she saw the wealth and generosity of 
Solomon. 
Not that there is anything in 
this dism al and prim itive railroad town of 
Vina ; in fact, the less said about flat and 
dirty V ina the better. True, it is in the 
heart alm ost of this largest of the Stanford 
ranches, but it is not a part of it. V ina is 
an independent little railroad depot, and 
the village belongs to the indolent, poker- 
playing-all-day-fighting fellows, who loaf 
around and tram p up anil down the town. 
There are some Chinese here—several hu n ­ 
dred in tact. They own ranches in a sm all 
way and m ake good farmers. Tne largest 
Chinese farm in California is near this 
place. The Chinam en paid $21,000 for it. 
I have visited another Chinese farm for 
w hich the little brown men pay $1,800 an­ 
nual rent. 
And better order, better use of 
the soil, I never saw. 
If only those m en 
who ran about m aking trouble over the 
presence of the Chinese were as steady and 
industrious. 
It occurred to me ju st now to ask one of 
the chief agitators w hat was the great ob­ 
jection to those silent and patient little 
people. 
H is answer was—1 leave out the 
onths and epithets—to the effect th at they 
could live and get ricli where a w hite man 
would starve to death. 
In other words, 
they are economical and .industrious. That 
is about all that can be said against them 
too, I reckon, outside of their paganism . 
There is and long lias been a popular say­ 
ing to the effect that an Am erican family 
wastes enough every day to feed a French 
family. 
B ut this has generally been ut­ 
tered in disparagement of tlie American. 
There arc about three hundred Chinese 
employed on this V ina ranch in the grape 
season. 
B ut at some seasons the num ber 
drops down to fifty. They receive $1 a day 
and live in their own houses—neat little 
fram e cottages set close together, and apart 
from the white portion of the villagers. 


THE VINA RANCH. 
Out yonder to the northeast on the sum ­ 
m it of the Sierras looms Lassen's peak, 
white us the snow-white clouds that roll 
and bank about its sum m it this sweetest of 
sweet days ir. June. 
And this is the m on­ 
um ent to the old Californian who ow ned 
this vast estate and first began to plant 
grapes in its black and generous soil. The 
old pioneer was killed by the Indians up 
yonder in the m ountains not far from the 
splendid snow peak that now bears his 
name. A nd his nam e is ail he left behind. 
The great estate fell to pieces som ewhat 
in the course of time. W hen Senator Stan­ 
ford undertook to gather it together again, 
a few years since,he had to pay just $1,000,­ 
000 in gold for the naked ground. The 
estate comprises 55,000 acres. 
A nd it is 
safe to say that it is the richest and most 
entirely arable solid body of land of any­ 
thing like that extent covered by a single 
deed to he found on the face of the globe. 
Every foot of it, so far as I have been able 
to ride or walk or look over this delicious 
day in June, seems to be teeming, budding, 
bursting into life and strength, fruit and 
flowers. 
Grand and ancient oaks stand stationed 
here and there in the vineyards and orch­ 
ards w ithout intrusion. They seem to be­ 
long there. Any one who has walked from 
the railway station down to Lord Byron's 
old Newsted abbey haá seen a fine counter­ 
part of the larger portion of the Vina 
ranch. 
And the same order of little lakes 
and pleasant homes prevails here as at New­ 
sted. 
it would be too m uch like w riting a cat­ 
alogue to set down ail that I find growing 
here anil the trem endous resources of this 
55,000 acres in the imm ediate future. 
In 
fact, it would require a book. 
Ar.d, in ­ 
deed, it demands a very strong and close 
understanding to keep in m ind sim ply tbe 
magnitude of this oak-set and watered area. 
And then you m ust bear in m ind, also, 
that this is only one of three» tracts of 
realty—the largest and richest one, it is 
tru e ; but when you retiect that each one of 
the other two surpasses the original en 
dowm ent of the oldest university in the 
world, you may well pause in wonder. The 
possibilities for good certainly surpass com­ 
prehension. 
As one item of profit I may m ention that 
this 
ranch turned out nearly 3,000,000 
pounds of grapes last year. Tbe grapes were 
bought by a firm in Sacramento at $20 per 
ton. 
OI course the vineyard is paying, 
like nearly all the great vineyards of Cali­ 
fornia. 
I hesitate to say how much these 
millions of young vines are expected to 
ptoduce in the near future by the manage­ 
m ent. 
It would read too mticli like a page 
from “ Monte Cristo.” 
The Stanford residence on this ranch, or, 
more properly speaking, the residence of 
the manager, stands down yonder a mile 
distant among the oaks and vines. In niv 
walk down there this m orning I counted 
seven kinds of vines—some of them very 
beautiful. 
But w hat touched m y heart 
most was the soft and plaintive call and coo 
of the turtle-doves. 
One of the men told me that the late 
young son of the Senator, Leland Stanford, 
Jr., whose nam e the great university is to 
have, was very partial to those plaintive 
.little mourners. 
Far away toward the river the young 
vines glistened in the sun ; they reached 
'their young tendrils, waving in the wind 
their perfect order and grace and mobile 
reach and movement m ade them look like 
arm ies moving under the oaks and down 
th e willow banks beyond. 
Everywhere 
you see som ething uew and strangely 
beautiful. The prettiest field of spotted 
cattle I ever saw lay before m e as I turned 
a earner of eucalyptus and cedar trees, set 
alternately, so as to break the m onotouy of 
color. 
The spotted cattle were resting un­ 
der the great oaks in grass and clover belly 
deep. [I stepped up close .to the fence to 
look a t them , and found m y face laid 
against roses as rich and sweet as a baby's 
palm . 
¡Rest and roses; roses and rest 1 
Tliesc arc the scenes that m ake us in love 
with ciriliration.

A nd I may m ention that real esi ite 
has hoanded ahead ae never before in Gsii 
fornis a n c e then, so ¿hat tbe property is 
worth much m ore than $20,000,000 now. 
Of course tb e legal features of the trans­ 
fer to the State, requiring an Act of the 
State Legüatune, involved m uch tim e and 
care. 
But it is entirely consummated, 
and the b u iü in g o f the university m ust be­ 
gin soon. 
The ACt reching the purpose of the be­ 
quest on the part of the Senator and his 
wife begins: “ Art Act to advance learning, 
the arts and sciences, and to prom ote the 
public weliare,” etc.

PALO ALIO. 
Thia place, familiar to alt who are fond 
of a good horse, is to be the site of the 
American Oxford. And I like the hearty, 
yet soft, Spanish sound of that name. 
It la 
peculiarly a part of the California nom en­ 
clature. 
You may say there is nothing in 
a name, that oxen ford, which the great 
English cardinal abbreviated into Oxford 
for the site and nam e of his great univer­ 
sity, was a hard nam e, but it prospered 
quite as well as Cambridge. 
All this is 
quite true, for Oxford is peculiarly Eng­ 
lish, just as Palo A lto is peculiarly Califor­ 
nian.

Of course these $20,000.009 gifts m ust 
necessarily he rather scattered on the pages 
of history. 
In 
fact, I think we may 
search the annals of the world in vain for 
any m ention of any gift, for any purpose, 
of halt this m agnitude. The’good old days 
were very m ean old days, if we only would 
tell the trutli about our ancestors, and the 
world is growing better. T his is a truth. 
And it is well for the world to believe it. 
And it is a great pleasure for those of us 
who took part in the fashioning and the 
forging out of this em pire of the Pacific to 
see one of our companions, like the rose. 
Tear the silken tassel of his purse 
Aud its treasures o’er the garden blow. 
For mv own part, I confess to a solid 
comfort in seeing this m an give aVay $20,­ 
000.000. Y'et I hardly know why. 
Maybe 
it is because it makes me glad to see the 
world :so good. 
And maybe it is because it 
teaches me that money is not th eall in-all 
of earth. Anyway, the world is better; so 
much better, because of this generous ac­ 
tion, that 1 have thought fit to devote this 
Sunday's lesson entirely to this fact. For it 
has already done the world m ore good than 
all these m illions could do if counted down 
to each individual fifty tim es over. 
Aud if it is m ore blessed to give than re­ 
ceive, as it surely is, then has the great and 
good Senator had also some satisfaction out 
of it, along with the rest of tiie world. 
Y'et had this gift grown out of W all 
street or the other doubtful ways incident 
to great wealth, 1 should not call the atten­ 
tion of the world to this so entirely. 
But 
the truth is, this m an appealed to m other 
e a rih ; aud out of her generosity and re­ 
sponsive bosom she poured this wealth into 
his eoffers. 
B ut do not im agine that he found his 
way a path of flowers. In opening up rail­ 
roads to pierce this and other untracked 
and unfilled regions lie bitterly fought for 
every foot of advance. Strange as it may 
read, tiie m any people who were to profit 
were so blinded by envy and sm all sus­ 
picions th at they, for neatly a quarter of a 
century, were his worst enemies. They 
not only stood right in his way, but they 
threatened him terribly. 
I merely m en­ 
tion all this for tiie encouragement of o th­ 
ers when beset in some great life-work. For 
in the m idst of all these assaults and mis- 
inierprelations lie kept on plowing, sow­ 
ing, planting. 
I find a record here of 12,000 trees planted 
in a single season 1 
A m an who plants 
even a single tree is greater than the man 
who destroys a city. 
i look hack over this m ail’s liisto<r and 
I find him refusing political preferm ent ami 
distinction. 
I look back over his record 
and I find, with infinite satisfaction, that 
lie has all tim e, even in an age of titles, had 
the good taste to escape entirely the inso­ 
lent appellation o f “ Colonel” or “ Gen­ 
eral." 
T he student of Plutarch is often struck 
w ith the rem ark hy th at learned man that 
this or that hero took this or that historical 
character for his exam ple in life.

W ere I to point out to any young m an in 
California or elsewhere an example, a char­ 
acter to im itate, I should certainly not turn 
back to the mete of battles and of blood. 
But I should point them to a man who 
never took a title of war, who worked hard 
ten and fifteen hours each day, who des­ 
pised politics ar.d politicians, who despised 
plots, and craft, and combinations, and 
cunning ways, but who set his face for new 
tvays, and hewed out new and wide and 
open ways of his own, and appealed to 
m other earth like a brave and honest son 
of Adam. 
I should name Senator Leland Stanford 
as an exam ple for youth to follow, thus far. 
even to the wondrous endowm ent of his 
wealth for their good. 
W hat infirm ities m ay befall him or fol­ 
lies overtake him before he dies heaven 
only knows ; but they will come, most like, 
in one form or another, for he is only h u ­ 
m an. 
Y'et tlius far he is easily the first cit­ 
izen in a State that stands out resplendent 
w ith great men : aye, he is the first citizen 
of these United States. 
The man who has the enterprise and the 
wisdom to obtain all this wealth in the no­ 
ble pursuits which he has employed, and 
also the persistency and wisdom to bestow 
it as lie has bestowed it. is a better ¿sam ­ 
ple to follow than anything to be found in 
Plutarch by far. Follow this example, lads.

M exico, June 23, 188G. 
The nineteenth anniversary of Max­ 
im ilian's execution, just now passed, brings 
to m ind m any of the events of that stormy 
jieriod in Mexico's history. 
During the 
preceding forty years of constant internal 
feuds (chiefly between the “ Liberal” party 
and that of the Romish Church), Mexico 
hud passed through 
thirty-six different 
forms of government, under no less than 
serenty-three rulers! 
N aturally such an u n ­ 
paralleled series of revolutions attracted 
tbe attention of all nations. 
In the spring 
of 1861 Secretan’ Seward wrote to Mr. Cor­ 
win, then U nited States M inister to Mex­ 
ico, as follow s: “For years past the condi­ 
tion of Mexico has been such as to raise 
the question on both sides of the Atlantic 
w hether the rime has net come when some 
foreign power ought, in the general inter­ 
ests of society, to intervene, to establish a 
protectorate or some other form of govern­ 
m ent in that country, aud guarantee its 
continuance there.” 
In March of the previous year the Gov­ 
ernm ents of England, France and Spain 
had offered mediation, proposing a guar­ 
antee to the rival parties in Mexico that 
one of them should he permitted to estab­ 
lish its social reforms and the other its con­ 
servative political principles. The “ Con­ 
servatives" or Church party (which the 
European powers were disposed to recog­ 
nize as the dc facto government cf Mexico, 
while the vast majority of Mexicans dis­ 
avowed it), invited this m ediation; but 
Bonito Juarez, the Republican President of 
the people, sternly refused it. The decisive 
battle between the contending factions was 
that of Galpulalpam, on Christmas dav of 
I860—after which 


THE LIBERAL AR.MV 
Took possession of the City of Mexico, fol­ 
lowed by Juarez and his Cabinet. 
But 
though vox populi sanctioned the Indian 
President's coutse by re-electing him con­ 
stitutional ruler of the Republic, peace did 
not ensue. 
Divisions arose in the Liberal 
ranks through tbe personal am bition of 
each patriot to carry out his own individual 
theories 
of government. 
Besides, dur­ 
ing 
long 
decades 
of 
strife 
eaeli 
State 
had 
been 
accustomed 
to 
consider herself a political 
entity, and 
found 
it difficult to give up unlim ited 
sovereignty in submission to the superior 
Federal pow er; while am id these conflict­ 
ing elements were interwoven various in­ 
ternational questions that had arisen dur­ 
ing the course of civii war, and were now 
being vigorously pressed by the diplomatic 
representatives." Mexico was completely 
impoverished and the Government literally 
without funds—to provide which Juarez 
was obliged to employ such extraordinary 
m easures as im prisoning capitalists and 
negotiating forced loans. In this great 
strait it was resolved to suspend payment 
of the interest on all debts, internal and 
foreign, for tbe space of two years. 


THE LIBERAL LEADERS 
Believed that with the money thus obtained 
they could put down all arm ed opposition : 
that with internal peace, industry would 
soon take the place of idleness and crime 
in long-suffering M exico; and theyavowed 
that, this result once achieved, the written 
Constitution sliouid be adhered to and tbe 
foreign obligations met. 
The total am ount of Mexico’s indebted­ 
ness was about $86,000.000, and although it 
was argued that the suspension of paym ent 
was but temporary, to give an exhausted 
nation a chance to breathe, it was a serious 
m istake on the part of the struggling Presi­ 
dent and his advisers. The Ministers of 
France and England (especially the former, 
who was deeply interested in the Church 
party and detested tbe Liberals,) imm edi­ 
ately resented the “ outrage” and suspended 
diplomatic communication. The claims of 
France (only about $10,000,000), though ab­ 
surdly small, were greatly exaggerated and 
based upon questionable transactions, while 
those of England (English bondholders 
$63,000,000 anil English ‘’ convention” $5,­ 
000,000) 
were 
founded 
upon 
promises 
equally unjust—over h alf a m illion being 
for the robber}’ of the English Legation hy 
the very Chnreli faction that was urging 
intervention, ami a large sum for indem ­ 
nity for outrages upon British subjects by 
guerrillas of the sam e party, who were vio­ 
lently opposed to the Republican Govern­ 
ment winch was expected to pay the debt. 
M aximilian has 
BEEN MISREPRESENTED 
As an adventurer, greedy for a foreign 
crown—asan usurper who invited his fate 
by forcing him self upon a defenseless na­ 
tion : but the truth is that he twice refused 
the crown of Mexico when it was first ten­ 
dered to him , and only consented reluct­ 
antly to receive it, two years later, when 
misled hv what he believed was a popular 
call to the throne from the Mexican people 
themselves. 
After Louis Napoleon, bent on establish-, 
ing an empire in the New W orld, bad suc­ 
ceeded in partially subjugating Mexico, 
that rem arkable body called the Ju n ta was 
elected by Rom ish influence, assisted by 
French arms. On October 3. 1S63, a Com­ 
mission from Mexico, sent by the “ Pro­ 
visional Executive power" of the Catholic 
Junta, arrived at the Castle of M iramar in 
searcii of an Emperor. Two years before, 
when the French, Spanish and English 
powers were draw ing up their tripartite 
treaty of alliance, M aximilian had been in­ 
vited to the same m ythical throne. 
His 
reply at that tim e was worthy of his noble 
nature : “ My co-operation in favor of the 
work of 
GOVERNMENTAL TRANSFORMATION, 
On which depends—according to your con­ 
viction—the salvation of Mexico, could not 
be determined, unless that a national m an­ 
ifestation should prove to me in an un­ 
doubted m anner the desire of the nation to 
see me occupy the throne." 
These sentim ents he re-expressed when 
the commission approached him w ith their 
flattering offer, and again declined to accept 
the crown till lie had heard an expression 
directly from the people. T his the com­ 
mission pretended to obtain, ami in the 
followin : March another deputation waited 
upon hi i and claimed compliance with his 
promise. 
During President Lincoln's life he more 
than once expressed in decided term s his 
views regarding Napoleon’s scheme to 
create on our continent an empire of the 
■ Latin race, and condemned him for taking 
advantage of our civil war to inaugurate in 
Mexte > an enterprise he would not other­ 
wise have dared to undertake. H e pre­ 
dicted that it would bring nothing but 
Double and disaster to the French Emperor, 
and in th e end would work destruction to 
concerned in treason and usurpation 
against the struggling republic. H eavow ed 
him self to be a firm believer in the doctrine

Bonito Juarez was a full-blooded Zapotre

dictated term s to their rulers. 
It was in 
accordance with the “ eternal fitness” that 
Mexico’s final 
deliverer

should have been a Mexican Indian of 
blood unadulterated by Castilian stock. 
He was horn in the southern State of 
Oaxaca in 1806. Tbe age of six found him 
an orphan, w ithout home or a penny, and 
for the next several years he was a street 
gam in—a waif on the sea of life.

NEITHER READ NOR WRITE, 
As uncouth aud ragged a little specimen of 
imm unity as could well be found in this 
land of beggars. About this tim e some 
lucky accident called the attention of an 
expelled friar to young Bonito, anil he was 
elevated to the" position of servant and 
errand boy. 
Observing that liis small 
charge developed an unusual degree of 
intelligence, the priest sent him to the Setu 
inary of Oajaca, intending to fit him for 
the Church. 
In tim e it was discovered that 
theology was not suited to his tastes, and 
he took up law instead, graduating from 
the college with high honors, and at the 
age of 23 becoming Professor of Natural 
H istory in his alm a muter. 
Developing as 
a pronounced Liberal, he was sent to prison 
in 1836 by the Conservatives; but six years 
later was m ade Chief Judge of the Re­ 
public. soon afterward Secretary of the 
Governm ent of Oajaca, and then Chief Jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court. 
W hen liis na­ 
tive State resumed her original sovereignty 
Juarez was one of a trium virate in whom 
its Government was vested. 
In 1846, when 
a member of the national Congress, lie 
earnestly supported the war against the 
United States. W hile Governor of Oajaca, 
a position which he held for five years, he 
conducted its finances so well that he not 
only paid off the State debt, but left over 
$50,000 in the Treasury—“ a most extraor­ 
dinary feat in the annuls of Mexico,” says 
one, “ where the people are resigned if 
only tlie vault winch Held the m oney is 
left behind.” 
In 1852 Santa A na sent him 
into exile, whereupon lie spent two years 
in New Orleans, studying our system of 
Government. 
In 
1855 he returned to 
Mexico, and 
was appointed by Presi­ 
dent 
Alvarez 
“ M inister 
of 
Justice 
and 
Religion,” 
in 
which 
position 
he accomplished several im portant reforms 
and banished long-standing abuses, one of 
which was the abolition of clerical and 
m ilitary Courts, by which the clergy and 
m ilitia had for years enjoyed exem ption 
from accountability to the laws of the na­ 
tion. 
W hen again appointed Governor of 
Oajaca, 
HIS SECOND ADMINISTRATION 
W as m arked by still greater reforms than 
the first. 
In 1857 he was re-elected Con­ 
stitutional Governor, and at the same elec­ 
tion was chosen President of the Supreme 
Court of Justice, which office is also the 
Vice-Presidency ot the republic. 
It was 
in 1853 that Juarez, by virtue of his office 
of Chief Justice, was recognized as Presi­ 
dent ot Mexico by all the States ; but, un­ 
able to contend against the opposing forces, 
he removed his Government to Guadalajara, 
then to Colima, thence, by the Isthm us of 
Panam a and New Orieans, to Vera Cruz, 
from which point he m arched toward the 
Capital, defeated M iramon, who was then 
a claim ant for the Presidency, and entered 
the City of Mexico in trium ph. But clouds 
were gathering about the Mexican horizon, 
and tbe “ reactionary ” or church forces, 
under M iramon, 
and 
veterans of the 
Crimea and Algeria, under Bazaine, were too 
m any and powerful for President Juarez and 
his adherents, whose government was soon 
ousted from the capital rn d finally forced 
to take refuge on the extrem e northern 
border. 
An American gentlemen who was 
with him at the time says that during ail 
their reverses Juarez’s energy, courage and 
inflexible purpose never to yield to foreign 
dom ination ; his unshaken faith th at he 
would ultim ately succeed in re-establishing 
him self at the national capital and in re­ 
storing the Mexican Republic, never fal­ 
tered ibr a m om ent. 
His self-reliance was 
som ething wonderful, and his trust in 
Providence earnest anil sincere. The same 
gentleman, who has mingled m uch with 
European statesmen, and who had the best 
of opportunities for studying Juarez's char­ 
acter, pronounced him to be 


ONE OE THE ABLEST MEN 
Of the day, equal in statesm anship to Bis­ 
m arck. Beaconslield or Gladstone, and in 
unswerving integrity and lofty patriotism 
the peer of W ashington. 
IV hen the American civil war drew to a 
close, and the French Emperor, realizing 
liis latal error, withdrew his troops from 
Mexico and abandoned M aximilian to his 
fate, Juarez, who had been biding his 
time, 
imm ediately 
began 
Hie return 
m arch to the capital. 
He had but three 
or four regiments with him, liis main 
arm y being under comm and of General 
Escobedo, who was now rapidly gaining 
victories over the Imperialists. 
The gen­ 
tlem an above referred to, who accompanied 
him on this march, relates au incident 
which illustrates Juarez' rem arkable pow­ 
ers of oratory and the veneration in which 
he was held by the Mexicans. 
After a 
long and tedious m arch the column bad 
been halted for a brief rest about the m id­ 
dle of the afternoon in an extensive [plain 
some eight miles from the city of San Luis 
Potosi. The President traveled in an am ­ 
bulance, the top of which could be thrown 
back, and was drawn by four muies. 
Dur 
ing the halt, a band of a thousand men 
were seen coming from the city. On ap­ 
proaching the camp they spread out in the 
form of a regiment in line, two deep. 
Ad 
vancinp immediately in front of the Presi 
dent, who was sitting in his ambulance, 
they baited.

THE BOON OF DEATH 
Is so long denied! 
Later, when a false re’ 
port reached him that the faithful wife was 
dead, it was a m elancholy relief, and from 
that hour it is said that lie looked forward 
to his own demise with im patience, in the 
full conviction that her trials were already 
ended in that undiscovered country which 
would witness their speedy reunion. 
Une who was an eye witness to ¡lie exe­ 
cution tells m e that on the last sad m orn­ 
ing (June 19, 1867.) M axim ilian arose very 
early, received the sacram ent for the dying 
at 4 o’clock, and imm ediately afterwards 
mass was celebrated : then, turning to the 
Mexican officers, he announced him self 
ready for death, and walked steadily out of 
prisou between Miramon and Mejia. 
“ Oh, 
what a beautiful day,” he cheerfully re­ 
marked ; “ I have always wished that my 
last day m ight be like this.” 
As they neared the place of execution 
lie turned toward M iramon and said • 
“ A 
brave soldier should be honored by liis 
sovereign even in the final hour: therefore 
perm it me to give to you the post of honor,” 
and placed his comrade in the center. 
W hen the fatal m om ent came the prisoners 
were not blindfolded nor bound, but put 
themselves in position before the loaded 
carbines of the officer and his seven men. 
M aximilian shook hands with each soldier 
and presented him with a sm all sum of 
m oney; then pointing to his heart, said, 
“Aim right here,” and stepped back into 
line. Taking from his pocket a handker­ 
chief, upon which, in happier days,

H e was again elected Presi­ 
dent in 1871, but was not long permitted to 
enjoy its honor, for he died in the following 
year. 
ALL THE WORLD REMEMBERS 
How M axim ilian and his principal Gen­ 
erals, M iramon and Mejia, were tried by 
court-martial and condemned to be shot. 
Of course the verdict was subm itted to 
President Juarez for h¡3 decision, and thus 
the piebian Indian held in his hand the 
life of a prince of theproad house of Haps- 
burg, a brother of the Em peror of Austria, 
brother-in-law of the King of tbe Belgians, 
cousin to Victoria, and to Isabella then on 
the throne of Spain. 
It is said that in 
signing the death-w arrant Juarez m ani­ 
fested no vindictive feelings, but declared 
it a painful duty, one that m ust be per­ 
formed for the sake of Mexico’s future—a 
decision th at sent a shiver through every 
royal household of Europe.

a. good deal, but Kitty’s quiet way of let­ 
ting him know that his room was preferred 
to Lis company was too much for him. 
Illicit diamond buyers, as that section of 
the Kimberley public who live by buyin 
stolen diamonds are called, did not care to 
use the “ Frozen Bar” unless they were 
prosperous an ! in the higher walks of the 
trade. Situated near the diamond market 
and the mine, it was thronged by a crowd 
of men very representative of Kimberley. 
Men came there dressed in every descrip­ 
tion of costume, iroin moleskins, flannel 
shirts and slouch hats to suits of London- 
made clothes sent out from home by West 
Lnd tailors. You would see the rugged, 
weather-worn faces of men who had been 
diggers all over the world wherever the 
earth bad yielded gold or precious stones, 
drawn to the spot where men find precious 
stones as vultures are drawn to a corpse.

A FAMOUS M ARRIAGE M ART. 
A remarkable custom exists among xthe 
Roumanians living in the westerly t-ar- 
pathians. 
Every year at the feast of the 
Apostles Peter ¿mi Paul a market is held 
on the crest of the Gaina. from 5,000 to 
(1,000 feet above the level of the sea, and 
here all the marriugeble girls of the entire 
district 
assemble with their parents in 
order to tie viewed and claimed. 
Mothers, 
aunts, grandmothers and various female 
friends contribute to the dowry, and this 
completed, it is carried to the market on 
the Gaina in neatly-malde trunks, decorated 
with flowers and carried by the family's 
best horses. fattle, bees and other house­ 
hold requisites are also added to the dowry. 
On the Gaina every family which lias a 
marriageble daughter occupies a distinct 
tent, in which the dowry is exhibited, and 
in which tlie bride-viewers are expected. 
The bachelors, too, are accompanied by 
parents or relatives, in whose company 
they inspect the girls who are eligible. The 
young men bring the best they possess, and 
each must particularly come with a girdle 
of gold or silver. After the brides are 
chosen the public betrothal takes place, 
being conducted by a hermit who lives in 
this lonely spot. The mark of betrothal is 
not a ring, but a beautiful embroidered 
handkerchief. The betrothal is, in many 
cases, prearranged, but the ceremony must 
be gone through all the same. If a girl 
goes to the market knowing beforehand 
that an admirer will be there to claim her, 
so much the better for her. Still she must 
take her dowry and occupy her tent, and 
place herself on view like the rest. The 
PtiU Mat I Gazette is Trot sure but this plan 
is superior to that of the British matron, 
who drags her girls from ball-room to 
route night alter night during the London 
season. 
FRENCH UN DERW EAR. 
Nothing can exceed the beauty and fine­ 
ness of the new chemises. Those in hair­ 
cloth are nearly transparent, and have the 
fronts made of alternate rows of open work, 
insertion and lnce, cut into a deep V.

It was drawn to the figure at the 
waist by a string-case holding a wide satin 
ribbon, which was brought to the front to 
tie in a large bow and ends.

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Tlio Use o t H om ing P igeons. 
The use of pigeons by C. T. Anioux as 
message-bearers, in the yacht races of last 
September, proves conclusively the value 
the birds might have as messengers from 
off the water. The purpose was the thought 
of the last moment, and when almos; too 
late to make the necessary preparations. 
The arrangements were hasty and the ma­ 
terial homed at several centers, some of 
them miles away from the center of use. 
Still, with all drawbacks, insufficiencies, 
and mistakes, it was evident to tlie most 
prejudiced that with birds trained for the 
work, and with the atmospheric conditions 
at. all favorable, the birds would six times 
out of seven prove to be of the greatest 
value; and failing the seventh, we would 
be only where we are without them. The 
messages were c-ach not less than ten pages 
of manifold note, and were carried upon 
the middle feathers of tlie tail, to which 
they were fastened by fine copper wire, 
wound about and pressed fiat, to hold the 
message close to the feather. Tlie editor of 
a newspaper served by these pigeons said ; 
“ It gives me a peculiar sensation to receive 
copy from the hand of one 1 know to be 
out of reach upon the water, and to feel 
that he may talk to roe but 1 cannot answer 
back. It isa wonder to me after this ex­ 
perience that the officers of any vessel, ex­ 
cursion steamer, yacht, sail or tug boat 
should be willing to leave the shore with­ 
out this means of communicating with it.” 
Very many of the merchant marine, 
especially in European waters, have pig­ 
eons oil board for use in communicating 
with the vessel from the small boats away 
from it or from the shore. 
These birds, it 
is said, never mistake another vessel for 
their own when at dock or in the harbor. 
It lias been remarked of several flights that 
tlie birds in exercising, when far ont of 
sight of land, will go away for hours at a 
time, and upon their return will havedried 
mud on their feet and legs, showing them 
to have been upon shore. 
A. I’. Baldwin experimented with pig­ 
eons for sea service twice in 1885, ana to 
his satisfaction. 
One bird liberated by 
officer Groom, of the Waesland, at 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon, when 315 miles from 
Sandy Hook, was in the lo t at evening. 
Another let go irom the Circassia at 9 
in the morning, when 
255 miles out, 
brought a message before evening.— The 
Century.

THE FORESTRY 
QUESTION. 


o.utemiiurarv suggests that the 
For­ 
estry Commission is a useless body, and 
that the people so regard it. T his is dog­ 
matic. 
No one has license to speak for the 
people in this way. 
The people have not 
manifested that they entertain th at senti­ 
ment. 
Nothing is more common or ttn- 
warraneid than the shout “ the people de­ 
mand this, or th a t; the people condemn 
this, or that," when the people have in no 
manner made their thought or desire in 
the m atter known. 
The truth is that all 
the assumptions of law and logic and sense 
are, and must lie, that the people approve 
the existence of the Commission, since the 
representatives of the people, composing 
the highest tribunal known to our system 
of government, created it and defined its 
duties. 
In the discharge of those duties, 
and in obedience to the mandate of the 
jieople, the Commission lias sought for cer­ 
tain information of citizens, and has asked 
all person* possessed of certain knowledge 
to advise the Commission in certain m at­ 
ters of fact, th at it may report back to the 
legislature the collected truth concerning 
our forests, w hether they are in danger of 
e x tin c tio n w h e th e r the laws against Um- 
b c rdestruction can be enforced; what is 
the reason, if they rannot, etc. 
It will 
cost no citizen more than the price of a 
l>ostage stamp or a sheet of paper, to give 
information lie may possess on the subject 
io the Commission, and the testimony thus 
accumulated can do no one, save wrong­ 
doers, any harm whatever. 
I t would 
pistify 
the 
suspicion 
possibly, 
that 
some disguised interest is to l>e conserved 
when continuous assaults are made upon a 
Commission which is only advisory, has no 
power to do augiit hut gather information 
for 
the 
Legislature, 
ami to lay bare 
the 
truth 
regarding 
the 
denudation 
of our liilis. and the effect, if any, upon 
rainfall, agriculture temperature, public 
health, overflow of rivers, etc. 
I t is ob­ 
jected that th e Commission furnishes a fat 
salary to a Secretary. It is the law, and he 
will draw it until the next Legislature 
meets, and in the meantime in the name 
of all reason let us get all the good we can 
out of the Commission he serves—all we 
can for the money expended. 
So we say 
again to the people, as wc did last week, 
respond to the appeal of the Commission, 
and let us not judge the tree until it is iu 
fruiting time. 
W e shall know- presently 
what progress and good the Board has 
accomplished, and in the meantim e let ns 
not purposely cripple it. 
The forestry 
question is a broad and deeply important 
one. 
it had not heenoflioially approached 
in this State until this Commission was 
named. 
It was the first step taken and is 
better than none, though it is but an 
advisory Board. 
The idea th at there is no 
information to be given to the Board that 
it nmy not glean from the newspapers, is 
sim ply absurd. 
Newspaper information is 
very general, in nearly all cases. It seldom 
is specific on subjects involving scientific 
data. 
It more rarely is exhaustive, and 


of her forests and the punishm ent of vio­ 
lators of tim ber protective laws. 
Away 
back in 1681 W illiam Penn required those 
who settled in the province of Pennsyl­ 
vania “ to leave one acre of trees for every 
five acres of clearance,” so im portant was 
the subject of forest protection considered 
even at that early date. 
The chief States 
of the Union are now- alive to the need of 
action on this subject, and this activity is 
not confined to the enforcement of the 
laws against tim ber thieves and the vio­ 
lators of Federal statutes intended to pro­ 
tect tim ber lands, but it relates as it 
should hete, to the whole broad field of 
forestry, and its connection witli clim atol­ 
ogy. 
Out of this subject and its much 
consideration has been born the Ariior 


D av system now adopted in m any States of 
the Union, and suggested for California 
ailS0— the practice of setting aside one day 
in the year in which ail citizens are asked, 
under the stim ulus of local pride and some 
imm ediate reward, to plant a tree, or sev­ 


eral trees. 
I t is a very narrow view of this subject 
th at confines it to the enforcement of the 
laws of the 
Federal authority against 
depredators in the preserves of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Bticli laws are necessary. 
They 
are grossly violated; in some respects the 
statutes are a dead letter and the sjiort of 
lumbermen and vandals. 
Tim ber lands 
should be reserved from sale to needed 
extent, tim ber thieves be severely pun­ 
ished, and something more than mere 
fines and money forfeitures attach to such 
offenses; in Abort, the necessity is upon us, 
as a most pressing one, of preserving and 
renewing 
forest growth 
in this State. 
Years ago this journal called attention to 
the importance of this subject, and has 
never ceased in its advocacy of measures 
to conserve forest culture and forest pres­ 
ervation. 
Ill fact, it has the right to 
claim a pioneer record in the m atter, so 
G r as local application of the forestry 
question is concerned. 
It has wrestled 
witii a good m any Legislatures on the sub­ 
ject, and witnessed the provoking slowness 
w ith w hich the public bas awakened to 
the importance of the m atter. 
It may, 
therefore, w ithout boasting,claim the right 
to sp ea k advisedly when it commends the 
present Commission, lim ited as it is in its 


s.-opo of authority, and little as it may 
have accomplished, as a step in the right 
direction, and one to be encouraged. 
By 
all means let the people aid it and respond 


1 1 its reasonable appeal. 


‘ SHALL ANARCHISTS BE MUZZLED?” 


W hen a call is issued for a m eeting to con­ 
sider ways and means of assassination, th at 
is or should lie an unlawful call, and there [ 
ought to be power to then and there in- , 
terfere and prevent the conspiracy th at it 
is announced is to he undertaken. 
If this 
is dealing w ith A narchists as ordinary 
criminals, well and good. 
If the law is 
not sufficient for th a t accomplishment at 
this time, then it should be made com­ 
petent to th at end. 
T hat is, as we under­ 
stand it, all th at is demanded—the sup­ 
pression of license, not the infringem ent 
of guaranteed personal liberty to speak, or 
to w rite and publish. 


THE NATIONAL CELEBRATIONS. 


In the current num ber of the Forum 
Professor if. C. Adams asks, “ Shall we 
muzzle the A narchists?" 
lie concludes 
that the tim e has arrived when we can no 
longer afford to treat w ith amused indjffer- 
enee the threats of those who propose to 
establish “ a new heaven upon this old 
earth by means of indiscrim inate m urder.” 
lie admits th at the doctrine of Mr. M ill 
and contemporaneous political economists 
is sound, that by the suppression of opin­ 
ions wc may suppress truths and improve­ 
ments. and th at constant discussion is the 
only means of preserving the freshness of 
the truth in the minds of meu, and the 
vitality of its influence iq>on th eir conduct 
and motives, and finally th at individuality 
is one of the most valuable elements of 
well-being. 
But Is the denial of the right 
to use language calculated to lead to the 
destruction of individuality, and to upset 
the orderly adm inistration of society, re­ 
sistance of truth ? 
Does it tend to prevent 
the preservation of the freshness of the 
truth in the m iudsof men ? He concludes, 
and wisely, th at the warfare of terrorism 
can only be defended by the moral code of 
liberty where there is no provision for 
peaceful revolution. 
T hat is to say, in the 
United Ntatcs we provide for changing the 
form of government, and for laying new 
foundations for it, through the ballot as a 
medium of expression of the will of the 
people. 
Free discussion, however desir­ 
able, cannot therefore in this country be 
construed into a license on the part of the 
press, or the individual on the rostrum , to 
endanger the tranquillity of the public. 
But are there no modifications or excep­ 
tions to these conclusions? 
lie responds 
in the affirmative, and to this extent; 
“ The policy of repression strictly enforced 
would tend to strengthen the hands of the 
Anarchists, and the probable remote effect 
of such a policy m ight be the curtailm ent 
of agitation lying wholly w ithin the'legit­ 
imate bounds of liberty.” 
We are not 
prepared to accept this conclusion. 
To do 
so would be to adm it the incapacity of the 
people to define the lim itations th at cer­ 
tainly do bound individual liberty of ac­ 
tion and expression. W e do so at the pres­ 
ent in laws prohibiting libellous utter­ 
ances, and in measures th at prevent ex­ 
pressions tending to provoke a breach of 
the peace. 
W hy may we not, therefore, 
distinctly define the lim its of expression 
that tends to underm ine the foundations 
of the Governm ent itself? 
To say, as does 
this essayist, th at there should be iaws to 
deal w ith the A narchists as ordinary crim ­ 
inals, is the equivalent of declaring their 
methods are unlawful, and if so, why not 
prevent the crimes they would commit, by 
prohibitory statutes, as well as in other 
cases of ordinary crim inals ? 
To say, “ if 
you utter words provoking a breach of the 
peace, they shall subject you to punish­ 
m ent,” is as much infringem ent of personal 
liberty, as io authorize the interposition of 
an official to prevent the continued utter­ 
ance of such words 011 the rostrum. 
W e 
fail to see where there is a m aterial line of 
distinction between the propositions. But, 
says Professor Adams, police intervention 
will make Anarchist offenses political 
for the exam ination of a great economic i crimes, and to do so is dangerous. 
But 
subject, 110 man would trust to a search ^ why should not a political crime be pre- 
through the press of the country for his vented ?

ties it exacts of the citizen.

If there are

THE COURSE OF THE PRESS. 


The San Francisco Alta congratulates 
the country on the fact th at th e business 
classes E ast and W est are stirred deeply 
concerning the course of the press of the 
country. 
A correspondent of the W ash­ 
ington Post, after extended inquiry for 
opinions among the business men of the 
East, found almost unanimous complaint 
th at the m ajority of the Eastern press is 
neglectful of vital interests of the country, 
and are devoting the most of their energy 
to the delectation of those who prefer to 
satisfy the demands of a morbid taste for 
the sensational. 
H e declares, th at the ex­ 
pression was commoD, th at it appeared as 
if the papers were published chiefly for 
“ dudes, A narchists and pot-house poli­ 
ticians,” and “ for the crim inal classes.” 
I t is instanced, th at though the reporters 
never once got inside,,the cottage where 
the President and his wife reared on their 
wedding, there were seut w ithin five days 
over 400,000 words by telegraph to the 
papers, of wedding news. Three-fourths of 
this stuff was made out of whole cloth. 
T he business men complain th at while 
there has been some debate regarding the 
tariff proposition, the silver question,stale 
of trade, the shipping measures and like 
topics, 
still for 
everv line 
on these 
im portant m atters there have been pub­ 
lished columns of rot about the pugilists, 
ward politicians, the Irish plotters, the 
froth of society, and the crim inal elements. 
The satisfaction of the Alta is found in its 
belief th at the business men are largely 
responsible for all this. The press demand 
volume in circulation and take the easiest 
way of obtaining it, fur that is also what * 
the business advertiser insists upon as the 
price of his patronage. 
But now th at the 
business classes are awakening to the fact 
th at there is something else besides quan- 
' titv essential, our contemporary implies 
by its remarks that they have but to indi­ 
cate the desirability of a change of policy, 
since the remedy is wholly in their hands. 
There is 
tru th in all 
this, and the 
presentation of the tru th always results in 
some yield of value. The press has unques­ 
tionably run to vicious extremes in recent 
years in feeding the taste for the sensa­ 
tional. 
A single so-called “ liv e ” news­ 
paper is enough to corrupt the press of a 
large neighborhood. 
It fills its space with 
cheap illustrations, and its columns with 
sycophantic personalities, and with gaudy 
and demoralizing sensational m atter, to 
the exclusion of tex t that is fit to be read 
in the household. A contem porary finding 
its rival apparently on the high road to 
popularity, and m istaking notoriety for 
public approval, enters the same field, and 
a brisk competition in the tawdry, the 


filthy and vulgar ensues. 
Still another 
class devote th eir columns m ainly to the 
presentation of unsettling m atter, assaults 
upon investment, attacks upon organized 
capital, and the laudation of schemes to 
drive genuine enterprise out of the coun­ 
try, 011 the assumption th a t such a policy 
I- in the interest of labor and the masses 
of the people. 
There never was a graver 
error, and presently the discovery will 
burst upon the press itself with startling 
suddenness. 
The tim e will come when the 
publishers of newspapers will awake to the 
realization th at the staple elements of 
communities do not desire, and will not 
always tolerate, this 
degrading 
sensa­ 
tionalism. 
Business interests are long suf­ 
fering, but when they do revolt they are a 
terrible power. 
They find sore h u rt in 
their body, and trace it to a feverish and 
unprofitable state of the public mind. 
Capital, to which they appeal, is found to 
lie growing more and more timid, and in 
seeking for cause for these things they 
naturally turn upon the 
vehicle that 
carts 
all 
the 
elements 
of 
distrust 
to 
the 
breakfast 
tables 
of 
the 
country. 
But, 
as 
our 
contemporary 
holds, they fail to realize their own re­ 
sponsibility for this state of affairs. 
Upon 
the profits of business patronage only can 
the sensational press continue in its course. 
Business interests have only to demand a 
b e tte r'to n e and cleaner sheets, and they 
will be accorded, for the most sensational 
and frothy of all journals cannot live a 
single week w ithout indorsement, in the 
way of patronage and the prom pt payment 
of hills, by tbe business public. 
T he con­ 
fusion of moral and social values, 011 which 
the lam ented H olland so often dwelt in 
decrying this 
growing evil, will cease 
preciseiy when the business men of tiie 
country demand it. 
If they are complain­ 
ing now—and heaven knows they have 
cause— it is an indication th at they intend" 
to apply the ’ remedy. 
If it were possible 
to im agine a stranger coming to us from a 
point outside of our sphere, and taking up a 
given num ber of the daily publications of 
the class to which reference is niade,.we 
would have no difficulty in estim ating ^he 
judgment lie would form of th estateaff s >- 
ciety 011 this ball, or in fancying the aston­ 
ishm ent he would express. 
lie would cer­ 
tainly conclude th a t the things of greatest 
im portance in this world are crime, fop­ 
pery, scandal, illicit relations, w ant of vir­ 
tue, distrust, and unprofitable amusements, 
lie would search only with difficulty in the 
sensational press—and th at includes an 
exceedingly large num ber of prom inent 
papers— for evidences of scientific pro­ 
gress, intellectual activity, business ad­ 
vancement and social culture, public edu­ 
cation, m aterial development and growth 
of m orality. 
But he could not go amiss on 
any page of these sheets of crim inal 
records, social 
demoralization, 
Sunday 
desecration or vulgar politics; the ex­ 
pressions 
of 
loud-mouthed demagogues 
or 
the 
frothing 
of 
sandiot 
agi­ 


tators 
and 
new-fledged 
reformers 
of the whole scheme of civilization, to­ 
gether with details 
of 
the 
antics of 
those 
who 
would 
revolutionize 
the 
whole 
business 
policy 
of the 
land. 
T he 
public 
m ind 
is, iu 
fact, 
be­ 
coming dangerously fam iliarized with the 
vulgar and low ; the youth of the day are 
cultured in the reading taste for the flimis- 
est of stuff, and scarcely invited to the con­ 
sideration 
of those things th at are so 
vital to their well-being. 
W hat there is 
of it, is like an oasis in a desert of slush, 
difficult to find and far between. 
The con 
stant plaint of the publishers, as also of 
the dram atic m anagers is, that they must 
carter to the public taste, and th a t it de­ 
mands precisely this kind of unwholesome 
pabulum , and as regularly, and as nicely 
dished 
up as 
the 
m orning breakfast 
cereal, or the toast and coffee of pater­ 
familias. 
B ut this same press claims to be 
a factor in th e form ation of the public 
taste, an exponent of public opinion, and 
an educator of the people. 
If so, it lias a 
duty th at rises superior to th at of the 
caterer. 
It should do som ething more 
than is being done at this tim e to culti­ 
vate a better taste, and to subordinate the 
vulgar demand to th at which is better for 
the public stom ach. 
T here is an insuffer­ 
able lot of tw addle and false doctrine 
preached about this demand o f the public. 
W e do not believe th at society has reached 
th at stage when it insists upon its dish of 
nastiness at every meal, or an exposition 
of social shame, political chicane, and per­ 
sonal folly and vanity on every occasion. 
The world is a great deal better than the 
sensational press assumes it to be. 
The 
business elements, the rulers in the homes, 
the decency and virtue of the country, 
may rightfully protest at this never-end­ 
ing thrusting under the gaze of all the 
people of the daily rot th at fills so many 
pages of sc 
m any over-paged journals. 
Things cannot always go on as now in this 
m atter. 
There will Ire 
a 
newspaper 
reform one of these days, and decency and 
propriety, regard for moral values, and the 
cultivation of a taste for things virtuous, 
decent and cleanly, will take the place of 
the imm easurable quantity of nastiness 
and indifferent m atter, th at at this time 
distinguishes and besmears the columns of 
so m anv of the press, and especially of so 
large a num ber of sheets th at em anate 
from the great cities of the East. 


TiiE Republican State Central Com­ 
m ittee has issued an address urging ujion 
the members of the party the necessity of 
choosing thoroughly representative dele­ 
gates to the State and local Conventions, 
and especially of selecting legislative can­ 
didates w ith great circumspection, as so 
much depends upon the personnel of the 
Republican ticket. 
T his is good advice, 
but no more necessary this year than in 
any other. 
T he committee does well, 
however, to call the attention of party 
men to the need for good nominations at 
anv time. 
The com m ittee m ight well 
have advised cleanliness in the primaries, 
and have urged upon the party voters the 
necessity of coming out to the prim ary 
meetings and of m aking themselves felt. 
T here Is never any danger of weak or bad 
men being selected, if the mass of the 
party electors do th eir dnty— for the mass 
is desirous of clean politics and fair deal­ 


ing.

T h e strike fever is “ taking,” as they 
say out W est. 
Even the clerks of the 
Postal Railway Service at the E ast under­ 
took to strike recently. 
They conspired to 
get as many clerks and agents as possible 
to solemlv agree to tender their resigna­ 
tions— to be held in blank by a committee 
—on a given day, unless certain term s of 
th eir dictation were complied w ith by the 
Federal Governm ent. 
I f refused, they 
were to prevent the filling of the places by 
intim idation and all the usual “ hurrah 
boys” of th e regular sim on-pure strike or­ 
der. 
T he scheme went on finely for a 
tim e, and was ju st ready to be touched off, 
when the Postal Department, which had 
been all the while aware of the m atter, 


crushed the shell by the perem ptory dis­ 
charge, for insubordination, of all the ring 
leaders. 
One of the exactions they pro­ 
posed to make was th at only such agents 
should be appointed to the service as were 
approved by the association. 
W henever 
the G overnm ent refused to remove an ob­ 
noxious man, the resignations were to be 
handed in in a bunch, and the service thus 
lie hopelessly crippled. 
Now the Govern­ 
ment has done nothing more than any 
private employer has the right to do. 
It 
has done nothing more than many a pri­ 
vate employer has done, and for the doing 
of which he lias been placed under the 
ban of the “ boycott ” and the anathem a 
of the trades-unions. 
I t rem ains now to 
be seen what the association will do about 
this “ k ic k " of the Governm ent.

vidual generosity of this character are rare 
indeed.. W hat then m ust he said of a cor­ 
poration, which is popularly credited with 
possessing no soul, that will do this thing? 
And yet the rule has been broken by the 
Southern and Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
panies, which, through their agent, paid 
into the County Treasury on W ednesday 
nearly $10,000 as a first instalm ent of taxes 
which the highest Court of the land has 
said need not be paid. The action evinces 
a liberality and fair-mindedness that en­ 
title the donors—lor such in effect they are 
—to- the lasting gratitude of the people ot 
Santa Clara county. The adoption of a 
policy of (laying what is due. regardless of 
legal’ quibbles or interpretations, will re­ 
dound to the credit of the railroad com­ 
panies. 
It is by such evidences of fair and 
liberal dealing iliat the good will and con­ 
fidence of a com m unity are gained. And 
it may be said in this connection, that for 
m an y 'y ears the railroad companies have 
aimed to deal squarely with the people. 
They m ay have resented the uncalled-for 
interference of selfish and money-getting 
attorneys, but they have not sought to 
evade the paym ent of what was just and 
right. They have proved by tlieir acts that 
they are the’ friends of California, and are 
doing all in their power to develop its re­ 
sources and increase its population.” 
The Daily Herald, of that city, on the 
same date said ; “ It seems that tbe m ana­ 
gers of the railroad companies have at last 
determ ined to take the reiterated advice of 
the Herald, and m ake an effort to win pub­ 
lic approval by a policy of conciliation. 
Last night the agent of the companies paid 
into the county treasury nearly $10,000. and 
this am ount is unde;stood to be but an in­ 
stallm ent of w hat iscom ing in the next few 
m onths. 
But, of course, the tim e and the 
m anner of pavm cnt is a m atter of no m o­ 
ment in the m inds of the people generally. 
T he Courts have decided th at the taxes 
need not be paid at all, so that all the 
money that is received from the companies 
m ust, in a strictly legal sense, be taken as 
a donation. 
But all that the people gener­ 
ally will care about is th at the money has 
been received, and can be used for the ben­ 
efit of the county. W hen a disposition is 
manifested by the corporation to be fair, 
and even generous, the public is not likely 
to quibble about m atters of detail. 
“ And if this be, as we hope and believe, 
the beginning of a new policy on the part 
of the corporations, we venture to assure 
their managers that the change will be 
fully appreciated by the people of this 
couutv. There never has been any dispo­ 
sition here to quarrel with the railroad 
companies. 
In fact, when the high freight 
rates on fruits are reduced, as we are prom ­ 
ised they shall be, our people will have no 
cause of com plaint at all, now that this 
m atter is to' be settled. They are fully 
aware of the great advantages of railroads 
in the development of the resources of the 
county, and they desire that every en- 
courage-nent, consistent with a wise and 
prudent regard for public interests, shall 
be given to the companies. 
And the ex­ 
pression of this feeling 
I i r s been more 
em phatic than ever since the beginning of 
the work on the new line through the 
southern counties, which, when completed, 
will place San Jose on the great highway 
of Eastern travel, and give a trem endous 
impetus to the development of this valley. 
’• And w hat a grand thing it will be for 
the corporation and its m anagers to liave 
the good-will and confidence of the peo­ 
ple, instead of their hatred and opposition. 
The prosperity of railroads more than that 
of any other public enterprise m ust de­ 
pend upon the good will of the people. 
A 
policy of extortion and oppression may 
prevail for a while, but in a free country its 
trium ph m ust be short, and its results dis­ 
astrous. Ami on the other hand, a policy 
of good-will, fairness and conciliation, 
m ust result in enormous advantage to the 
railroad companies. Every step iu develop­ 
m ent m ust be a profit to them ; every new 
settler m ust be customer. They, therefore, 
more than anybody else, are interested in 
the increase of popula;ion. and the utiliza­ 
tion of all the manifold advantages of 
California. 
And they are evidently begin­ 
ning to realize this fact." 
Tbe San Jose Daily Setes of July 1st has 
this upon the same subject; “ The action 
of the Southern Pacific and Central Pacific 
roads in paying money into the various 
county treasuries is deserving notice for the 
reason that it shows clearly that the rail­ 
road people are not seeking opportunities 
to take advantage of legal ttchincanties 
and are determined to strain a point in 
their efforts to bring about an amicable 
understanding. 
The 
paym ent 
of tne 
moneys m ade by the financial agent of tbe 
railroads to County Treasurer McComas 
yesterday evidently means that the inter­ 
ests of the county shall not suffer through 
the railroads on account of blunders made 
bv the State Board of Equalization in fix­ 
ing the assessment on railroad property, if 
it was generally understood th at the inter­ 
ests of the people and ot the railroads are 
identical, and that they are depending for 
success upon each other, all m isunder­ 
standing would soon pome to an end and 
the suffering would be confined to the 
arm y of political demagogues and u n ­ 
principled lawyers who in their efforts to 
m ake capital out of the railroads, compel 
the latter to act on the defensive. If toe 
railroads were not compelled to invest so 
m uch to protect themselves against the 
mob, they could probah’y afford toureduce 
the rates of freights and fares, and judging 
from their conduct in this tax m atter, it is 
not unreasonable to believe, that they 
would do i t " .

In the H arlan ease at W oodland yester­ 
day the entire forenoon was consum ed in 
argum ent of the question of the admissi­ 
bility of the statem ent m ade by Sill to de­ 
fendant on Thursday before the homicide. 
Defense contended that everything that Sill 
told defendant was admissible for the pur­ 
pose of illustrating w hat occurred at the 
Byrns Hotel at- the precise tim e of the hom ­ 
icide and as tending to show the exact posi­ 
tion of defendant and deceased when they 
there m e t; 
th at the witness is not the 
judge of w hat portion of the conversation 
shall be given in evidence; 
that when a 
conversation related to relations between 
defendant and deceased, or between de­ 
ceased and defendant’s daughter, when the 
conversation 
contained 
statem ents 
of 
threats, the jury are entitled to the very 
words spoken, and ail of them , with a 
view of determ ining the m atter in question 
as to which, in all probability, commenced 
tbe assault. 
The prosecution objected and claimed 
that the evidence should be confined sim ­ 
ply to the relation o f threats uttered by de­ 
ceased against defendant or his daughter. 
The Court decided that the testim ony was 
not relevant for the purpose proposod, but 
would allow the witness to answer as to 
any comm unication he made to defendant 
in reference to any threats and hostile de­ 
m onstrations indicating an intention to use 
physical force in any way upon defendant 
or any m em ber of his family. 
The defense then proved ihut the state­ 
m ent was continuous and consecutive; that 
it contained a narrative of threats and hos­ 
tile movem ents by deceased.

The defense expressly disclaimed any 
claim to the defense of insanity, but con­ 
tended that the jury had a right to kuow 
the state of defendant’s m ind, and t < show 
a reason why defendant m ight have desired 
to see and talk to deceased to repel the im ­ 
putation o flying in wait. 
On reassem bling after noon recess, fur­ 
ther hearing was continued till Tuesday 
at I o’clock on account of the sickness of 
juror Melius and because of the legal holi­ 
day.

s importance of figs as an 
t is especially tbe white 


A new method of m arketing figs by can­ 
ning them , is just now attracting attention. 
There does not seem to be any valid reason 
why. under this method of handling this 
delicious fruit—which it most certainly is 
when preserved or canned—there should 
not be found a ready m arket for all that arc 
being produced or th at arc likely to be. 
There is no more healthful fruit grown in 
C.i ;f .rnia, nor any kind that is more pro­ 
lific >r easy of cultivation. 
W ith all these 
facts in their favor, it may he confidently 
anticipated that figs will at early day be a 
staple product in the State. 
The experi­ 
ment of E. W . Maslin. of growing the 
white Adriatic or Sm yrna figs from plant­ 
ing the imported figs of commerce, prom ­ 
ises to be entirely successful, although the 
seedlings may not follow true to kind. 
This, however, can only be determined 
when Ids trees come into bearing, which 
It; y will soon do. 
H is young trees thus 
obtained have made rem arkable growth, 
and are looking well. Concerning the sub­ 
ject of fig-canning, the Fresno Republican 
makes these rem ark s: 
“ Much attention is now beingdirected to 
the canning of tigs in glass, 
it only seems 
strange that this has not. been done long 
before. The fig, when properly canned 
and pickhd. is a most delicious fruit, and 
it needs very little pushing to have it intro­ 
duced to the Eastern States, not only as a 
luxury, but also as a necessity. The very 
fact that California especially, of all the 
States, is eminently fitted for the cultiva­ 
tion of figs, should suggest to us the possi- 
hiliiy of a most profitable fig culture. 
W hile the southern part of Europe princi­ 
pally relies upon the fig culture as a suste­ 
nance to its inhabitants, America has not 
yet recognized the 
article of food. It 
. 
_ 
tigs which are valuable for canning, the 
black ones being less soon account of their 
color, though they may be as finely fla­ 
vored and as sweet. 
There are evidently 
many ways in which figs may be canned— 
in sweet syrups alone, in sweet syrups with 
flavors, aiid in the way of pickles. 
V\ c see 
110 reason why' a most lucrative industry 
should not he built tip in this way, and 
why fig-canning should not, be even more 
profitable than the canning and drying of 
¡■caches and apricots." 
F0 0 T1TII.L FBUITSAND INSECT PESTS. 
In a recent letter written by Felix Gillet, 
of Nevada City—the well-known nursery 
mail and fruit-grower, and formerly a 
member of ihe ¿stale Hoard ot Murticun- 
ure -to a geutleman in Sacramento, Mr. 
t Jillet says: 
“ vVe are t» have an immense crop of 
grapes in t h - mountains this year. 
I have 
never >. . a the vines so full before. On m y 
barren bill 
1 have vines with four large 
bundles >•(" grapes on one single cane. Just 
to.ok of 
some vines ready to yield fifty 
p inels i f granes per vine. Tala about 
thai ‘ promised land' of Moses; J leli you 
we h ive it right here in California. 
' The 'gum ' which has caused snch ter­ 
rible havoc among the peaches, apricots 
and other atone fruits throughout the átate, 
«•specially tlie peaches and apricots, which 
were almost cleaned out in som e parts of 
southern California, in Fresno county, and 
::: the Sacramento valley, has been rather 
mild with us this year, so m uch so that 
cherries and plums have done better than 
they have for the past eight years. 
Our 
peach and apricot trees have been badly 
injured, however, 
by the ‘ gum .’ 
The 
¡.ear crop will be good, but not so large as 
that of last year. The frost did the dam ­ 
age. The apple crop would be very large, 
but the codlin moth Is so hard after them 
that I do not expect hardly one-third will 
be saved. There is nobody to look after 
the p est; nobody to see that the law is en­ 
forced, and whether we have a competent 
or incompetent inspector of fruit pests, it 
seems to be all the same. 
“ Tiie young walnut trees hare are doing 
finely. I have trees from two to four vears 
in nursery rows, w ith nuts 011; 
yes, even 
those two years old, with one to three 
nuts ou. 
I have trees only as big as a 
switch with fWu nuts on, and even trees 
one foot high with one nu t upon them . 
It 
is almost incredible, and 1 take quite a 
pride in showing visitors these wonders of 
• burren hill,’ where they grow, as it is 
one of the poorest pieces of ground in Ne­ 
vada county. 
I must also "mention a paw­ 
paw tree which I have, with more than 
thirty bunches of Iru it: 
and gooseberries 
as large as walnuts, and currants as large as 
cherries. These are samples of w hat we 
can grow up here on the'upper foothills or 
mountains, and which can hardly he ex­ 
celled anywhere.” 


THE GRAPE CHOC. 
It is rather early, as yet, to congratulate 
ourselves upon this year’s vintage, but if 
no unexpected disaster occurs we may look 
for much better results than last year. 
No 
destructive northers have yet come, and 
although the phylloxera is still spreading, 
it is apparently not able lo prevent a larger 
and better yield than ever before. Our pro­ 
duction of wine has been very eccentric, 
having declined from 12.000,00(i gallons in 
1881 to 8,000,000 in 1883, jum ped up to 14,­ 
000,000 in 1884, and dropped off to 7,">00,000 
in 1885. 
During this period the United 
States has consumed wine at the rate, of 
about 20,000,000 gallons a year, of which 
about 3,000,000 gallons have been imported 
and the rest produce.! at home. 
Outside of 
California the m anufacture of American 
wiue3 has averaged about 7,000,000 gallons 
a year, 3,000,000 of that am ount being en­ 
tirely innocent of any connection with 
grape juice. 
It is plain that even now this is the win­ 
t r y of the continent, but we are only be­ 
ginning. 
Mr Wetmnro estimates that,w ith 
th e increased acreage now planted, this 
year's vintage will am ount to about 20.­ 
000,000 gallons, next year’s to 25.000,090, 
that of 188S fo 33,000,000, and that, of 1800 
to 50,000,000 or 00,000,000. 
W e shall then 
be ready to export, unless the rest of the 
country has developed su ch a taste for light 
¡beverages as we already have. California, 
w ith a little over a million inhabitants, 
drinks 8,000,000 of the 20 000,000 gallons of 
wine annually consumed in the United 
States. 
If we can educate tlie East up to 
this point there will be no lim it to our 
m arket. 
In raisins, as well as in wine, the vine­ 
yards this year are expected to do them ­ 
selves credit. 
Against 25Ü.0U0 boxes last 
year it is thought w eshali have 4u0,(XH^this 
year—the increase being largely due to 
Fresno. 
May the grasshopper and the 
portly green worm long delay their dreaded 
visit!—

The latest and most ingenicus way of 
getting rid of roaches and water bugs we 
have heard of is related by a citizen of 
Schenectady whose kitchen was infested 
w ith them . 
A servant, hearing that toads 
were an antidote, caught three ordinary 
hop toads and put them in the kitcheti. 
Not a roach or water bug, it is stated, can 
now be found in the house. The toads 
have become domesticated, never wander 
about the house, and are so cleanly and in­ 
offensive that there is no objection to their 
presence. A nother use for toads is to em ­ 
ploy them for insect destroyers in the gar­ 
den. They are determ ined enemies of all 
kinds of snails and slugs, which, it is well 
known, can in a single night destroy a vast 
quantity of lettuce, carrots, asparagus, etc. 
Toads are also kept in vineyards, where 
they devour during the night m illions of 
insects that escape the pursuit of noc­ 
turnal birds and m ight commit incalcula­ 
ble havoc on the buds and young shoots 
of the vine. 
In Paris toads are an article 
of merchandise. They are kept in tubs, 
an d sold at the rate of two francs a dozen.

one could buy ftom fifteen to seventeen ' 
boxes of red raspberries from the China- j 
men for one dollar, but they have “ pooled ! 
their issues,” and now demand a dollar for j 
twelve boxes of the berries. 
If you don’t : 
want 'em you needn't buy ’em, as they > 
have made arrangements to ship the fruit j 
they cannot sell to San Francisco, get it put | 
up in cans, and have it to dispose of in the 
winter. 
All of the fruit peddlers have 
signed an agreement not to sell below the 
regulation price, and those who did not buy 
berries to can witile they were cheap will 
either have to pay the price named, or go 
without. ‘‘Chinam an heap sm art.”— Grass 
Valley Union. 


BED CLOVER AND MESQUITE GRASS. 
The Tulare Times, speaking of valuable 
forage plants, say s; Mesquite grass and red 
clover are excellent forage plants, and they 
have been successfully grown in this coun­ 
ty. H . C. Moore, of the B ancho de Koweali, 
who has been experim enting largely in 
wrowing grasses,was in town lately and lett 
at the Times office a sam ple bunch of each 
of the above-named grasses. 
H e sowed ten 
pounds of the m esquite grass a year ago 
last March. It grew to be about two feet 
high during the season, and died, appa­ 
rently, without going to seed,which caused 
Mr. Moore to believe that it was not 
adapted to the soil in this valley. 
In April 
last, however, he discovered it growing in 
the field again, and it has since attained a 
growth of four feet four inches and lias 
headed out nicely. 
It ha? also scattered 
over the ranch somewhat, Mr. Moore hav­ 
ing found it in places over a half tnile dis­ 
tant from where it was sown by him . 
He 
says that it will cu ta ton and a half to the 
acre and is a fine fodder, especially for 
horses. The sam ple bunch of red clover is 
three feet in hight. It was first sown on 
this ranch about three years ago, and 
thrives well on the m oist land along the 
Kaweah river. 


WHEAT AND COEN STATISTICS. 
T he Acting Commissioner of A griculture 
at W ashington, in reply to a resolution of 
the House m aking inquiries concerning 
the stocks of corn and wheat in this and 
other countries, the dem ands of consum p­ 
tion and the prospect of production through­ 
out the world, has subm itted an exhaustive 
com pilation 
of statistics 
by Professor 
Dodge, Statistician of D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture. 
The tables show that the w orld's 
product of wheat in 1885 was 3,110,000,000 
bushels, and tbe requirem ents of consum p­ 
tion 3,185,000.000 bushels, presenting a de­ 
ficiency of 55,000,000 bushels drawn from 
the previous year's surplus of 120,000,000 
bushels. 
H e finds the product of Europe 
a m edium one. as well as those of India 
and Australia, and heavy increase in the 
United States. 
For the supply of the com­ 
ing years the crops of Australia, India and 
South America are already harvested, und 
are probably about 32,000,000 bushels less 
than those of last year, while those of the 
United States prom ise only 10,000,000 more 
than the harvest of 1885. W heat in the 
United States on May 1st last was 104,000,- 
(XX) bushels, against 152,000,000 bushels in 
1885. Of tlie commercial stock of wheat 
New York held 4,138,085; Buffalo, 249,117; 
Chicago, 1,177,104 ; Milwaukee, 3,335,830 ; 
M inneapolis, 470,799; and D uluth, 7,393,- 
748. The crop of corn in 1885-6 was 161,­ 
700,000 bmshels, the stock 587,000,000 bush­ 
els, and the exportation 42,000,000 busheis. 
The estimated acreage of w inter wheat now 
growing is 24,727,087 ; spring wheat, 118,­ 
000. 
GENERAL NOTES. 
One ounce of sulphuric acid in a gallon 
of water sprinkled about the yard and 
feeding-places of fowls, is recommended to 
kill the gernts of hen cholera. 
“ Try the experim ent this year of scatter­ 
ing hay or straw over the strawberry bed 
and burning it over as soon as the bearing 
season is over,” says the Fruit Recorder, 
“ as old beds can he made as good as new 
in this way.” 
The eleventh annual exhibition of the 
W ashington Territory Agricultural and 
Mechanical Association will be held at 
W alla Walia, commencing September 6th, 
and closing on the 11th. The racing pro­ 
gramme only has been received. 
The Riverside Press intim ates that the 
item going the roundsabout the production 
of the blood orange by grafting an orange 
scion into a pomegranate, and after two 
years grafting back again from the growth 
of this scion, is "prem aturely off.” 
An experienced horticulturist thus de­ 
scribes his mode of planting fruit trees : He 
makes holes eighteen inches deep and three 
feet in diameter, (ills in four inches of 
strong, short horse m anure, then two or 
three inches of street d in, sets the trees 
and fills in with earth. 
W e learn from an exchange that W in. 
D unphy recently imported from Australia 
thirtvtitead of cows and calves and one 
bull, for his ranch below Soledad, Gal., at a 
cost of $15,000. The following statem ent 
is also m ade: 
“ These A ustralian stock 
are gregarious, and are of a kind hitherto 
unknown in this country.”— Rural Press. 
Following is the method of m aking Gov­ 
ernm ent harness dressing: Mix well to­ 
gether, with a gentle heat, neat’s-foot oil, 
one gallon ; bay berry tallow, two pounds; 
beeswax, two pounds; beef tallow, two 
pounds: castor oil, two q u arts; lamphiack, 
one ounce. Strain, while hot, through a 
fine cloth, and allow to cool. T his is said 
to be a superior dressing. 
This season so far shows that the Pales­ 
tine bee has come to stay in California. 
W ith us they were the first to swarm by 
six days, and as honey-gatberers they are 
equal, if not superior, to the best of any 
other sorts. T he drones are beauties, and 
are both ornamental and useful, appearing 
before any other sorts of drones by at least 
a week .— Rural Californian. 
Morrison, the great tariff tinker, wants 
to have the duty on wool wiped out alto­ 
gether—a move which would utterly de­ 
stroy the American wool industry through­ 
out the country. The lowering of the 
tariff duties in 1883 has caused three times 
a? much wool to be imported in March last 
as came in during the previous March. 
There is not m uch chance for a change by 
this Congress.—Rural Press. 
Professor Cook says the following m ix­ 
ture will not only vanquish the apple tree 
bark louse, but keep off the borers as well. 
It is to heat to th e boiling point one quart 
of soft soap in two gallons of water, and 
while stilt hot thoroughly stir into the 
m ixture one pint of crude carbolic acid. 
H e thinks the best way to apply it is to rub 
it on thoroughly with a heavy cloth, using 
the hands also during the operation. 
An Ohio am ateur gooseberry-grower suc­ 
ceeds in growing very fine fruit, both in 
size and quality, on a cool, clay soil, keep­ 
ing the plants open in the center by prun­ 
ing. 
W hen they start into growth in the 
spring he imm ediately disbuds to prevent 
them troin becoming loo dense, and thus 
admits a free 
circulation of air. 
H e 
mulches 
heavily during the 
summer. 
W ith this treatm ent he is little troubled 
w ith mildew. 
Repeated experim ents have proved that 
fruit trees m ay be fully protected from in­ 
ju ry by rahbits by a very sim ple remedy. 
Severa! parties at and near Independence 
have tried it, and find that it affords com­ 
plete protection. The remedy is to rub the 
trunk of the tree w ith biood, about as high 
upward from the ground as to be above 
where the anim als could reach. 
A piece 
of liver rubbed on the tree is about the 
most convenient way to apply the remedy. 
Inyo Indejtendenl. 
Cocoanat-growing in Florida seems to be 
a success. In the region of Lake W orth 
there are about 20,000 trees growing, and a 
part cf them are fruiting. In 1878 a vessel 
loaded with these nuts was wrecked on the 
Dade coast and floated ashore near Fort 
W orth, most of which were gathered and 
planted. The nut begins to bear in about 
seven years from planting, and the crop 
averages from 100 to 200 nuts per tree. 
Very m any more are being planted. 
Many of the stockmen in Honey Lake 
and Long valley are using salt and salt­ 
peter, mixed, on their sum m er ranges as a 
preventive of blackleg among cattle. 
Last 
winter the disease was quite prevalent, and 


sure. They are now keeping their cattle 
closely salted, and, so far, no cases have ap­ 
peared. 
If it proves as reliable this sum ­ 
m er, stockmen claim that it will be worth 
thousands of dollars to the herds through­ 
out Nevada and northern California.—Las­ 
sen Ad locate. 
Captain W hite, form erly of Oakland, 
who last season purchased the Milton 
B arker ranch at Buena Vista, has been 
m aking im portant im provem ents upon it 
in tlie way of clearing off the red hillside 
land, and planting upon it an extensive 
orchard. The land has been cultivated to 
a m e1 low condition and the trees are look­ 
ing as healthy as could he desired. No 
water is used for irrigation, aud the con­ 
fident expectation is that it can he fully 
dem onstrated that the red lands are capable 
of producing the finest fruit w ithout the 
aid of w ater.— Grass Valley Union. 
John King, who has an orchard on Butte 
creek, inform s the Red Bluff Sentinel that 
he had heard that a sure way to keep rab­ 
bits from eating the bark off young apple 
trees was to kill a rabbit, cut it into pieces, 
and rub the rem ains on the body of the 
tree. 
He concluded to try the experiment, 
and found it entirely successful. 
If a rab­ 
bit goes to the body of an apple tree he in­ 
variably smells of it, and if he finds the 
scent of a dead companion on it he leaves 
at once and never returns. 
Mr. King has 
a nice young orchard, which he has saved 
from these destructive anim als as above 
stated. 
It is w orth the trial, anyhow.

th e nursery. Mr. Bogue has realized his 
fullest expectations in the progress of his 
voting nursery, and is more than ever satis­ 
fied with the capabilities o f this portion of 
th e foothill region for fruit raising, and 
during the coming season will clear off a 
tract of tw enty-live acres in which to plant 
out next spring an orchard, principally of 
B artlett pears. To facilitate the clearing 
o f the land he has purchased one of the

MISCELLANEOUS. 


E a rth q u a k e s an d E a rth M ovem ents. 
W e are accustomed to think of the land 
of the earth as som ething solid and fixed ; 
and. as a testim onial of this impression,i 
the Latin phrase terra firma—firm land or 
solid ground—has been naturalized in ti.e 
languages of nearly all civilized peoples. 
On the other hand, we speak of water as 
unstable. 
But the geological history of the 
earth and the more careful observations of 
modern lim es have taught us that these 
ideas do not correctly represent the quali­ 
ties ol the land-masses and the water- 
raasses of the globe as compared with 
one 
another. 
T he 
ancient 
shore- 
m arks 
on 
th e 
continents 
and 
the 
phenom ena 
of 
elevation and 
subsid- 
cnce that have been observed in historic 
times, confirming their evidence, show that 
the land and the ocean are continually 
changing their level as to one another; ami 
it has further been m ade evident by experi­ 
m ent, as weli as by a priori reasoning, 
that it is not the ocean that changes, bin 
the land w hich undergoes alternate move­ 
m ents of elevation and depression. 
Alt 
earthquake shock is a phenomenon well 
adapted to destroy the faith of any person 
who feels one in the fixedness of the earth; 
and such, by the evidence, is the effect for 
the tim e on all who experience these 
shocks. 
Even the light pulsations which 
sometimes pass over parts of the United 
States occasion panic and excite a m oment­ 
ary im :r ssion th at everything is falling 
■ nrer or sinking away ; while the more vio­ 
lent shocks that are felt in earthquake- 
infested countries 
produce great terror; 
and such catastrophes as those historical 
earthquakes of Lisbon and Caracas, and 
the more recent ones of Ischia and the 
Strait of Sunda am ount to a demonstration 
that the reason for such terror is real, and 
that the continents also cannot escape the 
general law of ehange and perishability. 
Earth-m ovem ents—the nam e by which 
these phenom ena m ay be most conve­ 
niently described—are various, and com­ 
prise, so far as they are now considered, 
earthquakes, or sudden violent movements 
of the g ro u n d ; earth-trem ors, or m inute 
movements which usually escape attention 
by the sm allness of their am plitude; earth 
pulsations, or movem ents which are over­ 
looked 011 account of the length of their 
period; and earth oscillations or move­ 
m ents of long period and large am plitude— 
like the shifting of levels of land masses— 
which attract attention from their geologi­ 
cal importance. Some of these movements 
have only recently begun to attract atten­ 
tion. They are all intim ately associated in 
their occurrence and their origin.—Popular 
Science Monthly. 


A n Im p o rta n t F u n ctio n S tim u lated .

G row ing T im b er fo r P ro fit. 
T he State Geologist of New Jersey, in his 
annual report for 1885, just published under 
the head of forestry, furnishes some highly 
significant statistics and suggestions. 
He 
says that it. has long been recognized by 
real experts in forestry that the art could 
not be successfully introduced here until 
th e planting and cultivation of tim ber 
could be m ade profitable commercially. 
To ubstain from wasteful cutting of timber, 
and to enforce m easures for the prevention 
of forest fires, is not forestry; it is but the 
beginning of an approach to that scientific 
handling of forest resources which com­ 
bines planting, protection and continuous, 
regulated cutting, so as to make the forest 
a perennial source of revenue, w ithout de­ 
stroying the productive capacity of the 
land, or exterm inating valuable species 
of 
tim ber 
through 
ignorant culture. 
T he tim e appears to have arrived in sev­ 
eral parts of the country, and notably in 
New Jersey, when experim ents in forestry 
can be undertaken for commercial purposes. 
Professor Sm ock’s recom m endation of the 
cultivation of locust tim ber on the 250,U00 
acres of waste land of the cretaceous forma­ 
tion in New Jersey is a case in point. T hat 
such culture will be fairly profitable, upon 
the m aturity of the tim ber, is now beyond 
doubt. 
The one elem ent that rem ains to 
be secured, in order to give tlie industry a 
sure footing, is such a general recognition 
of its security as will result in a progressive 
annual increase in the m arket value of 
grow ing tim ber, so that a man em barking 
in such an enterprise need not feel that, 
unless he waits and spends for twenty-five 
o r thirty years, his investm ent will be prac 
ticaliy worthless. 
At present, as a general 
rule, it may be said that land covered with 
tim ber nearly or quite ready to cut has an 
increased value, but th at there is no pro­ 
portionate m arket value for tim ber only 
h alf grown. 


S p id e r s C ra z y O v e r M u s ic . 
W hile a gentleman was watching some 
spiders it occurred to him to try what effect 
a tuning fork would have on the insects. 
H e suspected that they would regard the 
sound ju st as they were in the habit of re­ 
garding the sound made liy a fly. A nd sure 
enough they dal. 
He selected a large, ugly 
spider that had been feasting on flies for 
two m onths. 
The spider was at one edge 
of his web. Sounding the fork he touched 
a thread at the other side of the web. and 
watched the result. 
Mr. Spider had the 
buzzing sound conveyed to him over his 
telephone wires, but how was he to know 
on which particular wire the sound was 
traveling? 
H e ran to the center of the 
web very quickly, and felt all around 
until 
he touched 
the thread against 
the other end of which the fork was 
sounding; then, taking 
another thread 
along, ju st as a man would another piece of 
rope, he ran out to the fork and sprang 
upon it. Then lie retreated a little way and 
looked at the fork. 
He was puzzled. H e, 
had expected to find a buzzing fly. 
He got 
on the fork again and danced with delight. 
H e had caught the sound of the fly, and it 
was m usic to him . 
It is said that spiders 
are so fond of music that they will stop 
their spinning to listen, and a m an once 
said that when he retired to his room for 
quiet before dinner and played the flute, 
large spiders would come on to the table 
and rem ain quite still, running away as fast 
as their legs could carry them “ directly he 
had finished.”—Brooklyn Eagle.

present them in (lie best possible light. 
We, however, call his attention to the fact, 
that he can easily verify by observation 
and inquiry w hether there is exaggeration 
or concealment of any m aterial facts. 
In 
all that the R kcorb-U kioh has said, or will 
say of the desirability oí this State for the 
homesceker, it has been, and will be, ex­ 
ceedingly cautious to m ake no statem ent 
that cannot be 
KAPtLY VEEIPfED. 
We have not, and will not m ake any con­ 
cealments asto disadvantages,though we say 
that the objections to California are fewer 
than to any other locality w ithin our 
knowledge, on the face ot the globe. 
We 
frankly say to the newly arrived that we 
need jiopaiation. T hat we have the area, 
productive capacity and ability for a popu­ 
lation of several millions, whereas, in fact, 
we have, owing to our remoteness and 
youth, but about one million in the State, 
resident, includine the Chinese. The full 
possibilities ot this State can be developed 
only by a laboring population—laboring 
either in commercial pursuits, jn m anufact­ 
ures, or in tilling the soil, or in the invest­ 
m ent and reproduction ot capital as the re­ 
ward ot thrift and economy. 
We prefer to 
name at the outset what 
•THE OBJi.<TIONS 
To the State are, that the reader may have 
them in m ind as he proceeds. The Erst is 
the sparsely settled condition of the coun­ 
try. This we are now seeking to obviate 
in all legitimate ways, 
in the past two 
years we have*made such advancem ent in 
this direction that the promise is within 
the next decade 
the State will

received 
the 
quota 
of 
people necessary to her perfect devel­ 
opment. 
The second is 
our 
remote­ 
ness from the great markets of the world. 
This is, however, being elim inated by the 
rapid and m ultiplying methods of com m u­ 
nication, and by the opening up of an area 
of growing trade to the westward in the, 
Orient and the islands of the Pacific. More­ 
over, our products are of such character, 
and so advanced as regards seasons, that 
we find a ready market, ever, though dis­ 
tant, for much of our products. Thus, in 
fruit growing, one of the chief industries 
•of the coast, we reach Eastern m arkets 
w ith our supplies far in advance of any 
•other producers,and tbequalityand the va­ 
riety of our product in this line commands 
for our production 
exceptionally good 
prices, and creates a demand that no other 
supply can so well fill. T hird—There are 
• sections of the State were 


IRRIGATION' 
Is" felt to be essential. B ut the public ac­ 
tivities in filling -this need give promise 
that very soon, indeed, to a large extent, 
this factor will be satisfied. Irrigation 
works of great magnitude a rt now being 
constructed, and a policy will be adopted 
by the State th at will insure the applica­ 
tion of water wherever needed. But irri­ 
gation is the need of only a portion of our 
territory. Outside of such ureas we have 
capacity for an im m ense population. 
For 
■instance, in the north part of the State, all 
that region lying northw ard of the center 
of the State, there is never entertained 
fear of drought, and there is such pre­ 
cipitation that some measure of yield is as­ 
sured year in and year out. F ourth—T here 
is in our m idst a people filling very largelv 
the labor field, with whom the white labor­ 
er cannot successfully compete w ithout such 
m anner of domestic economy as is unnat­ 
ural to and undesirable in the representa 
live Am erican citizen. This evil, however, 
is already under restriction, and the coun­ 
try is alive to the necessity of such protect­ 
ive regulations as will forever prevent it 
assum ing greater proportions, and as will 
reduce the present menace to a nom inal one. 


IN HORTICULTURE 
W e are troubled with the same insect pests 
th at are common to the wlicle-country, and 
from which no 
part of it is wholly 
free. But we are taking sech preventive 
measures as have greatly mitigated this 
evil, and give prom ise of itv speedy extinc­ 
tion. 
Fifth—At rare intervals we have 
slight tremors of the earth, h ut these are 
»o infrequent, so harmless, that the people 
entertain neither thought nor fear con­ 
cerning them . T he geological formation 
of the country forbids the idea th at in this 
respect there can ever occur here any in­ 
jury worth the m ention. 
A nd here we 
m ay rem ark, that not so m uch damage has 
been done by earthquakes in all the history 
of the territory now embraced within State 
lines, as results from one ordinary gale in 
the West, an ordinary cold snap at the 
East, or the high tides and abnorm al rain­ 
fall and river Hooding in a singleday iu the 
States east of the Missouri river. 
These are 
all the objections that can -rationally be 
raised to the State, by any thoughtful 
m an or woman who contemplates founding 
ahorne here. 
Now as to

In preceding articles we have-set forth the 
educational advantages of the State, and 
these, we venture the assertion, are on a 
more liberal basis than those of any other 
State in the Union, though educational in­ 
stitutions are in other States more n u ­ 
merous.

Railroad building has reached a degree of 
developm ent here that, in proportion to 
the age of the country and the num ber of 
inhabitants, has been wkuessed nowhere 
else. 
The entire 700 m iles length of the 
State is now traversed by rail through the 
heart of the great valleys, while num erous 
lines cross the State and iced from m any ¡ 
directions these great trunks, 
hand vgiues, 
compared to the ratings at the East, are 
considerably higher. 
But. as we have ogee 
before rem arked, land in California is not 
sold, we sell climate, and throw the land 
in. T hat is to say, lands iu M ichigan. New 
York, or Iowa, or Wisconsin, or even in 
m ore southerly States, th at will now rate 
at h a lf the priee asked for desirable lands 
in California, would be w orth four times 
the figure if the capacity given by our cli­ 
m ate could be attached to them . 
T hat is 
to say again, if we take a tract in Indiana 
ior instance, rating at $15, $25 or $30, reason­ 


ably comparable w ith lands in California 
rating at the same figures, or even more, | 
and transport to them the clim atic advant- . 
ages of the California lands, the tract iu the .

w inters; that he will never be compelled to 
clear his way to barn or house through the 
snow : that bis soil shall

NEVER f r e e z e ; 
T hat his storehouse need never be 'banked" ) 
e p to insure due w arm th to his reserve o f i 
provisions; that there shall be no w e.k in 
the whole year that some growtli useful to ; 
his household and profitable to. his purse 
shall not be prospering on his land ; that j 
there shall he no day in the round year 
when he m ay not do labor upon the soil j 
w ith a view to enlarging its capacity ; th at ■ 
no need shall be upon him to construct I 
weather-proof grauaries; 
th at 
he m ay, 
pluck in his docryard every day in the 
year a bouquet of flowers to adorn his din­ 
ner table; that in no liour of all the year shall 
his wells freeze or his pipes refuse to con­ 
vey water to his stock or bis household ; 
that his lowlands and moist lauds or his 
uplands under irrigation shall produce him 
three alfalfa bay crops at least in the year, 
and frequently yield him four cuttings; 
that on his Indiana lands he may nlttck 
oranges from trees loaded at Christmas, 
or bending to the earth with ripe fruit in 
M ay: that he shall be able to raise the fig, 
lem on,olive, prune, date, pom egranate and 
orange in the open air, without shelter of 
any kind, and w ith only rem ote and very 
infrequent danger of losing the crop from 
any cause; assure him that tornadoes, cy­ 
clones and blizzards are unknow n to his 
section : assure him that his cattle shall in­ 
crease in the field w ithout concern on his 
part regarding their shelter from severity 
of w eather; assure him that his Indiana

COMPARATIVE PICTURING, 
By way of illustration, is no florid coloring, 
but the soberest of fact, of w hich any intel­ 
ligent observer may convince himself, if 
he is open to the usual proofs that convict 
men of the tru th . The fact is. as a dis­ 
tinguished w riter has said. " by the variety, 
m ultitude and w ealth of her resources for 
agricultural, m ining, fishing, viticultural 
and manufactRriiig production ; by the 
geniality of her climate, the advantages of 
her commercial position and her large 
area, California is well-fitted to play an 
imperial part in history. The abundance 
of her gold was one of the wonders of the 
w orld; her placers liad scarcely readied 
the clim ax of their productiveness when 
her orchards, vineyards and gardens chal­ 
lenged comparison with anything to be 
seen in France or Italy. The clim ate near 
the ocean is unequaled for tiie sm all range 
of tem perature between m idsum m er and 
m idw inter; equally free from the cold that 
benumbs or the heat that debilitates. 
A 
strong trade wind, w ith a tem perature that 
does not vary much from 55°, blows from 
the ocean nearly every sum m er day, its 
chilliness stim ulating the worker to activ­ 
ity, and driving the idler to w ear heavy 
woolen clothing. 
Before it has gone far 
inland, the breeze is warmed by the radia­ 
tion of the earth : an hour’s journey is suf­ 
ficient to obtain a change of 10° mean tem ­ 
perature of Ju ly w ithout difference in ele­ 
vation. The State lias an excellent 


COMMERCIAL SITUATION. 
Her northern lim it is near the latitude of 
Boston; her southern near that of Savannah. 
Mexico has few bays, inlets or islands; her 
coast bends to the eastward, so m uch so 
that Tehuantepec and Guay mas are about 
as far from A ustralia, and from m ost of 
the Micronesia» Islands in the South P a­ 
cific, as is San Francisco. The poverty of 
the western coast of our sister republic in 
m aritim e advantages gives a greater value 
to the California harbors, which, though 
not num erous, are excellent.” and at least 
two of them are not surpassed for capacity 
und safety in all the world. 
California has an area of 158,?60 square 
miles, and a population of about a m illion 
people, or only about six to the square m ile; 
whereas Illinois lias 50, Pennsylvania 94, 
New Y ork 10.8, Indiana 59, and Ohio 81. 
The length of her coast is 735 miles, and of 
the shore line 1,097 miles. There are about 
500.000 square miles of tillable soil on the 
Pacific slope, after m aking due allowance 
for ali that may be considered worthless for 
any cause whatever, and 
fully 300,000 
square miles of forests. Of these factors of 
the coast California has by far the m ajority 
of the choicesoil, while the Puget Sound sec­ 
tion has tiie choice probably of commercial 
timber. 
IN PRECIOUS METALS, 
California is unquestionably the richest 
part of our national domain. 
In the pro­ 
duction of wine it is not even rivalled by 
any part of the continent, and the promise 
is that California vineyards will surpass in 
productive capacity all others. W e boast 
one of the chief cities of the Union as our 
commercial capital, and the very fact of 
its rapid and perm anent growth is strong 
evidence of the verity of all the claims 
made for the State. 
We have two chief 
navigable streams 
penetrating the two 
chief valleys of the State. Both of these 
debouch into an inland bay, which dis­ 
charges through the straits of Carquinez, 
and offers the only water way Srom the 
ocean or communication with the interior 
of the State. 
These straits are three- 
fourths of a mile wide, and always m ain­ 
tain deep water for sea-going vessels, though 
nearly twenty-five miles inland from the 
Golden Gate, the pass through which com­ 
merce flows to and front the commercial 
metropolis, San Francisco. This great city 
is therefore accessible from the m ain pro­ 
ducing sections of the State by inland 
waterways, from the coast counties on the 
north and the south by coast naviga­ 
tion, and from the south, and a great deal 
of the interior, by rail routes. This con- 
venieBoeJof access gives her, as well aa the 
producers of the State, great advantages. 


SACRAMENTO 
Is in the heart of the S tate; is also a m arket 
ot large im portance by reason of its inti­ 
mate rail connection witli most of the 
State, and its location upon tiie chief nav­ 
igable stream . It is adm irably situated a< 
a commercial center, and affords the pro­ 
ducer of the interior specialjadvantages, 
upon which the K e c o r d -U n io n has en­ 
larged in a distinct article in this series of 
papers on California. 
The Sacramento 
river drains the great Sacramento valley 
from the north, and the San Joaquin the 
great San Joaquin valley on the south, and 
these two drain-ways, as we have said, con­ 
verge in the very waist of the State, and 
find their outlet in the Bay of Suisuu. 
The 
Coast 
.Range 
lies 
westerly, ot 
course, of these rivers and valleys, and the 
loftier m ountains, the Sierra Nevadas, on 
the east. The whole valley area of the 
State may thue be said to be landlocked, 
.and when the trade winds referred to are 
taken into account, and the effects of the 
ocean currents upon the tem perature are 
considered, the intelligent visitor will not 
be nt a loss to account lor the equability of 
our clim ate or the.variety of it within the 
degrees of equability. The northern of the 
two great valleys, the Sacramento, is some 
35C. miles in length,-with an average width 
of forty miles. Comparatively little of the 
soiiztocds irrigation.and none of it, to any 
.-narked degree, has boon put under it. The 
iaw lands, or bottom.-..along the river, are 
subject to overflows that necessitate some 
leweeipg and reclam ation. The agricult­ 
ural capabilities of the,valley, if recited in 
detail, would extend this article beyoa 1 al­ 
lotted limits, and read so like a fairy tale 
as to suggest to the stranger that we And 
been led by our enthusiasm into exagger­ 
ation whoKy unpardonable. 
TOT- DETAILED INFORMATION 
And for visible proofs of iliecapabilitiec oí 
the centra! .and northern -sections of the 
State, which raust contaiu the bulk of the 
population, and he the seat of the State's 
greatest prosperity, we refer the inquiring 
itranger to the iEim igration B ureaus m ain­ 
tained by the people at Sacram ento and at 
San Francisco, and the accuracy and relia­ 
bility of which are vouched for by the bes; 
official and commercial authority of the 
State. The San Joaquin valley, .on the 
south of Sacramento, has 8,000 square 
miles of fertile soil. Irrigation is in m any 
sestions here a need, ami one that is being 
rapidly and satisfactorily met. 
The re­ 
sources ot this great valley, and which are 
not yet all known, are attracting wealth 
and industry th at will early develop its 
fullest possibilities. 


OF SOUTHERN CAilFORlIIA 
So m uch has been said and written, that it 
.would be a waste o f space and tim e to en­ 
ter here into any detailed account o f this 
wonderful region. Inform ation regarding 
it is easily attainable, since the people of I 
that section, w ith characteristic energy and j 
enterprise, have m ade southern Califor- j 
cia literature as plentiful of the leaves of 


the forest. 
W hile we woul j, detract noth­ 
ing from the merited virones of the south, 
and award it full m ee¿ of praise for its salu­ 
brious climate, its orange groves and its 
vineyards, and ah'JVe all, for the push, in ­ 
dustry and business good sense of its peo­ 
ple, we are 'not disposed to award it the 
palm over tiie more northern section. 
Ac­ 
cording to our view*and the proofs patent 
to the senses of any man who inquires dis­ 
passionately, the latter region is the more 
inviting for the stranger. Lands arc cheaper 
because the speculative fever cuts a sm aller 
figure in our commercial economy. Our 
lands are better adapted to grain and gen­ 
eral growth, w hile the speciality of the 
south is sem i-tropic 
fruits, 
irrigation 
is there a greater necessity, and the rain­ 
fall m ore unreliable, while in the central 
sections it is m ost certain, a total failure of 
crops not being known, nor any wet sea­ 
son 
w ithout precipitation sufficient for 
som e considerable degree of production. 
And as to the production of 


SEMI-TROPIC FRUITS 
The fact is, that the whole central region 
as capably produces them , the clim ate be­ 
ing warmer, there being an absence of sea 
breezes th at too m uch lower the tem pera­ 
ture, as the south. 
The orange ripens 
in our region at least two m onths in ad­ 
vance of that of southern California, arai 
so it is, that while we can enter the m arket 
prior to our friends of the south, we do not 
interfere with their claims to it when tlieir 
fruits ripen. 
B ut in central and northern 
California comparatively iittle attention, 
until recently, has been given to the cult­ 
ure of semi-tropic fruits, while in the south 
these, with grapes, have been the chief end 
of all exertion. W e have been all these 
years given to m ining gold from our hills, 
and raising cereal crops in our val'eys. and 
vineyards upon our slopes. 
Now, how­ 
ever, we are varying our industries, and the 
orange and lemon are receiving the atten­ 
tion due them , and rivaling those of the 
south where cultivation has done so much, 
while we have practtoaily done nothing in 
th at direction. 
The semi-tropic wealth of 
the south of the State no one will question, 
but for the fruits of th e tem perate zone, tiie 
apple, peach, plum , apricot, cherry, jioar. 
etc., tfee stranger wilt soon discover im ­ 
plicit reliance is placed by commerce upon 
the central and northern sections. 
Here 
are th e great horticulture regions,'here is 
the supply from which the m arket is fed, 
not only at home, but for the early de­ 
m and at the East. 
In fact, tire horticultu­ 
ral capabilities of the foothill, bottom land, 
and sm all valley sections of central and 
northern California, stand second only to 
th e cereal prod nets of the State-in the esti­ 
m ate of our wealth and oor Tescurces. Ly­ 
ing between the south on the one hand and 
the central section on the other, on the 
east side and on the south of the San 
Joaquin Valley, is a great area just coming 
into prominence, where 
colonies 
have 
grown into towns and cities, and land val­ 
ues have rapidly advanced, and to which 
sections 
population is 
rapidly drifting. 
Irrigation very largely wil; he the policy of 
all that legion, developing, as it is, such 
wonderful capacity for grain and fruit cult­ 
ure. 
Indeed the Fresno, Tulare and Kern 
sections promise values and developm ent 
for the State that are not exceeded ov the 
outlook of any section. 


THE COAST REUICV OF CALIFORNIA. 
All that section lying exposed m ore or 
less to the ocean, or just w ithin the ranee 
of m ountains bordering the coast, is in 
m any respects the m ost interesting portion 
of the State. On the north extrem e it is 
largely a lum bering region, with agricult­ 
ure and stock raising secondary. 
In the 
central section it is purely agricultural in 
character, including dairy interests. South­ 
erly the clim ate is dryer, and vines and 
fruits 
displace the • cereal crops. 
The 
hum idity of the atm osphere on the coast in ­ 
sures it earth products in some degree, no 
m atter Low slight m ay be the rainfall. 
The section from end to end has a greater 
average of population to the square mile 
than the interior of tiie State. 
The indus­ 
tries are more varied and w ealth more 
evenly distributed. 


THE FOOTHILL REGION, 
Rising to the Sierra range from the great 
valleys, is probably the most prom ising 
section of the State at this tim e. Land 
values have 
m uch advanced in recent 
years, settlem ent has been active, and the 
developm ent of the locul resources rapid. 
The region is given m ainly to fruit and 
grape culture, and the results attained are 
sim ply m arvelous, both with and w ithout 
irrigation. The vast water storage system 
of the Sierras now exceeding the demands 
of m ining, is being turned to the irrigating 
of these hill lands, and the result is, that 
thejproduct of the whole section is rapidly 
augmenting, and nowhere in this Sate is 
there greater dem anJ for lands, ¡or more 
successful attainm ent in cultivation. 
A sa 
rule warm belts prevail in the foothills and 
adapt these sections adm irably to culture 
of vine and fruitgrow ing in small tracts. In 
the Citrus Fair at Sacramento, where the 
exhibits were 
confined wholly to the 
orange, lemon, lime, date, olive, etc., the 
foothiils m ade some of the largest, best and 
most tem pting displays. 
Perhaps the very 
best, richest and most 


PRSIRABLE PART 
Of the foothill region lies near to Sacra­ 
mento, and has it for a m arket town. 
Ob­ 
viously, we cannot enter into the detail we 
desire regarding the several parts of the 
State. To do so would be to write a vol­ 
um e on California, and on a subject so 
broad as to call for innum erable statistical 
statem ents. The purpose has been here to 
merely glance at the leading sections, to in­ 
vite the attention of the visitor to the 
breadth of the dom ain of California, its 
marvelous fertility, its great variety it; to­ 
pography, clim ate and production, itá de­ 
veloping capacity, and its general advant­ 
ages. The purpose has been rather to put 
him upon inquiry than to furnish inform a­ 
tion for his guidance; to present aiike the 
claims and the disadvantages of the State, 
and to give, in a comparatively brief article, 
a comprehensive idea of the great extent of 
California, and the manifold attractions it 
otters for settlem ent in it. 
Still, we can­ 
not puss from the subject w ithout some 
further rem arks of a general character. 
For instance, we have made no reference 
whatever to the very incorrect impression 
made by the use of the words 


NORTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
W ith the stranger it is received as de­ 
scriptive of a region arctic in character. 
A 
more erroneous impression could not pos­ 
sibly obtain. 
Instead of northern Califor­ 
nia being frigid, it is, in fact, tiie warmest 
section of the State. 
One of the ujost 
northern counties is noted for the extreme 
of its heat in sum m er and the exceeding 
m ildness of its atm osphere in winter. Snow 
is as unknow n in Tehama, at the upper 
end of the Sacramento Valley, as in south­ 
ern Florida, and frost less so. The most 
im portant vineyard in the whole State— 
probably the largest vineyard in tiie world 
—is in one of the extrem e northern coun­ 
ties—the V ina estate of Governor Lcland 
Stanford, and which lie recently gave to­ 
ward the support of the Iceland Stanford 
Jr. University. In the north, the major 
portion of tiie wool raised in the State, is 
grown. 
It is pre-em inently our stock 
country, and for cereal growth it stands 
among the foremost grain-growing sections 
of the world, while its fruits are ubundant 
and of the best character. The largest 
grain farms in the world are in the very 
heart of what is term ed northern Califor­ 
nia: and the richest and most productive 
gardens of the State are to he found north 
of Sacramento. 
W e feel the need also of 
•aying to thesum m er visitor that he comes 
at the wrong season of the year to sec the 
State at its best. It is in its russet coat 
now : in the spring he would have been 
better able to judge of tiie condition of the 
growing crops and fruits, and would have 
certainly seen the State in its emerald, and 
in all of its floral robos. 
Some rem ark 
must he made, also, regarding tiie expect­ 
ancy -o’ the new comer, and w hat iiopc 
there it of iiis expectations being realized. 
He has n o right to expect to live w ithout 
exertion ¿ere. 


HE WILL FIND NEW CONDITIONS, 
New demands upon his energy, and calling 
for all his vigor, notw ithstanding the com­ 
forts of life.are more abundant, and the 
struggle with nature far leas severe than at 
the East. H e has no reason to expect to 
get land for a song th at possesses capabili­ 
ties and advantages, that, if attaching to 
lands at the East, would quadruple their 
value. 
H e m ust expect those already here 
to be loyal to the claims they m ake fo r the 
State, by declining to vacate improved 
places in his favor at nom inal cost. 
He 
m ust no t expect to find a colony in every 
section ready for his entry, or to find Gov­ 
ernm ent land in every wav desirable, w ait­ 
ing for h i m to claim it at the Governm ent's 
nom inal jiriee. 
He m ust expect to find 
that Calilom ians have been forehanded, 
and have not left diam onds lying in the 
highway. H e will find that there have 
been exaggerated Btories told of m any 
things, but that of m uch else not half the 
truth has been related to him . 
There is 
• and, and in plenty, in California, and as 
good as there is on earth, and it is to be 
had at reasonable prices, rem arkably rea­ 
sonable figures, when all the possibilities of 
it are taken into consideration. 
More colo­ 
nies are being formed ; big ranches are be­ 
ing divided up and sold for sm all farm ing; 
there are railroad lands for sale, and ac- 
cOjumqdajing agents of tbess corporations 


ready to give reliable Inform ation regard­ 
ing them , and who will fairly and tru th ­ 
fully represent the character and capacity 
of the lands. 
Indeed, the stranger cannot 
go amiss unless he purposely chooses to do 
so. for the people have established, as we 
have said, im m igration bureaus, where, 
free of cost or charge, all inform ation re­ 
garding lands can be obiained. Abstractly 
there is no laud monopoly here, for the 
disposition is now all toward die encour­ 
agement c f the sm all farmer. The cost of 
living is no greater here than at the East, 
and the ruling rates of m oney are not so 
m uch higher as to m ake m aterial differ­ 
ence to the energetic investor. 
IT WOULD 1IE INTERESTING 
To dwell, for the inform ation ot the in ­ 
quiring stranger, upon m anufacturing in­ 
terests in California, but only brief refer­ 
ence eau he made. Possibly a supplem ental 
paper on that topic may lie presented, 
Generally, however, it may be said that the 
full round of ordinary- m anufacturing in ­ 
dustries 
is 
prosecuted. 
W oodenware 
m anufacturing is a growing industry of 
great importance, fostered as it is by the 
unequalled supply of resinous woods ot 
the coast. Boots, shoes and clothing are 
extensively made, hut hat m anufacturing 
is slight. 
All m anufactures of wool are 
com nion, and the woolen m ill product of 
the State is of the highest character. Some 
cotton has been grown, hut no extensive 
m anufacture of it attempted. Tobacco has 
been grown to some extent, but m anu­ 
facture from th at product has been very 
small, while m anufacture from the im ­ 
ported stock is a very large industry, 
iron 
working on a large scale is ot great im port­ 
ance in California, and the State is now 
bidding for the building of iron ships for 
Governm ent purposes. Tiie proof that we 
can build such vessels here lias been given 
in a line seagoing steam er constructed at 
San Francisco. 
All m anufactures of straw 
are prosecuted, sugar refining engages large 
capital, and beet sugar-m aking is growing 
in im portance. The raising and packing of 
m edicinal herbs iscm ning into prominence. 
T he m anufacture of 
- 
AGRICULTURAL TOOLS 
And the building of agricultural m achinery 
are largely engaged in. and extensive works 
at Benicia are especially prom inent. 
Pow­ 
der is made of all kinds by a num ber of 
mills. 
Nails arc largely manufactured. 
Rolling m ills are operated at two points in 
the State, Sacram ento and San Francisco. 
The iron ore yield of the State is prorri ing 
to greatly enlarge, the m anufacturers in 
iron are rapidly augm enting in num ber 
and the capital invested largely increasing. 
Coal is extensively mined, lime burned in 
several sections,copper mined and smelted, 
lead, shot and pipe works operated, all 
kinds of foundry work prosecuted and 
m ills of all kinds built and run in many 
sections. The Hour and feed products are 
of the best character aud fill a large meas­ 
ure of the internal commerce and the 
exports of 
the State. 
Hop 
growing 
and 
packing, 
wine 
bottling, 
brandy 
an:1, liquor m anufacture, ju*e bag m aking, 
sesh door and molding, soap, chemical ami 
«ssying, harness and sadalery, glass blow­ 
ing and m olding industries, shirt and collar 
factories, canning of fish, fruits and vege­ 
tables, the m anufacture of ropes and cord­ 
age, the building of cars and locomotives, 
wagons, carriages, and coaches, the collect­ 
ing of petroluin and earth oils, the quarry­ 
ing of extensive granite and m arble de­ 
posits. the m anufacture of cheese, butter, 
m irrors, w hite lead and oil, pottery, tiling, 
cement, svrup, am! a vast num ber of in ­ 
dustries, the statistics of which we have 
before us, dem and m ention as im portant 
in the productive econom y of the State, 
but obviously cannot be touched upon here 
with any degree of satisfaction w ithout 
unduly extending th is article. So, ton we 
feel compelled to pass for this tim e refer­ 
ence 
to 
the 
products of 
the State 
other than gold and silver, and the proper 
exposition of m ining for the 
precious 
m etals that gives to California the tiitin 
title—the Golden State.

Out of 180 observations taken during last m onth no 
clouds were visible at any one of them ; the m onth can, therefore, be said to be a cloud­ 
less one, and in u meteorological sense we can say that June just past was a typical 
representative of the clim atic condition of the Sacramento valley during the sum m er 
m onths.
